Three Prisoners Steal Penl- 
tentlary Official’s Auto, and 
Make Dash for Liberty. 


POSSE WITH RIFLES PURSUES 


Warden Marphy with 250 Guards and 
‘Police Start Out in Fifty Fast 
Motor Cars. 


DESPERADOES HEAD FOR CHICAGO 


In the centér of a cordon of nearly fifty 
high powered automobiles, filled with 260 
heavily armed prison guards, deputies, and 
poticemeh, etretching from Joliet through 
the steel belt cities, are three gray clad men 
in a black and yellow touring car. Two of 
them are murderers and the other a burglar. 
All are convicts, who made one of the mos+ 
puzzling escapes in the history of the Joliet 
prison yesterday afternoon at 8:30. Not 
until 5 o’cléck were the men missed. The 
fugitives are all from Chicago. They are: 

Sigmund Broache, 45 years old, sen- 
tenced Nov. 8, 1898, te a life term 
for marder. 

Stephen Ayers, 45 years old, sen- 
tenced June 28, 1911, to a feurteen 
year term for murder. 

Edwin Sheldon, 42 years ald, ten-~ 
tenced Jan. 18, 1912, for larceny. 


Escape in Prison Auto. 

The three men employed In the prison yard 
hed taken care of the Warden's and visitors’ 
automobiles. Shortly after 8 o'clock they 
started the machine belonging to Charles J. 
Loomis, the prison auditor, and drove slowly 
from the garage. The curtains on the tép 
were drawn, apparently on account of the 
rain, and the man at the steering wheel was 
clad in Leomis’ chauffeur’s heavy driving 
coat. 

The guard at the gate glanced carelessly at 
the machine and stepped back inte his shel+ 
ter. It rolled slowly out into the street. 
Night Capt. C. Troxel passed it. The chauf- 
feur saluted him. He raised his hand to his 
cap tn reply. A few hundred feet farther on 
the machine shot ahead at full speed. 

Soon after the discodyery of their escape 
telephone messages from farmers along the 
roads leading to the southeast gave a clew 
to the plans of the men. They are believed 
to have headed for Gary, Ind., with Chieago 
as their destination. 


Armed Guards in Pursuit. 

As 800n as Warden E. J. Murphy learned 
of the escape telephone meseages were sent 
to every city and town within « radius of. 
severm.y-five miles A few minutes later 
eight big, high power cars filled with fifty 
men chugged out of the prison yard and 
Gashed out of Joliet on roads leading to the 
east and southeast. From every town ané 


ears loaded with armed depwiies and police- 
men at once started out to form the gigantic 
cordon around the fleeing men. — 

Within half an hour fifty machines filled 
with 200 men were patrolling every road 
leading from Joliet to the south and south- 
east. AS the men are believed to be arnied. 
a battle is expected when the pursuers meet 
the convicts 

Th first clew to the fugfives came as the 
warden and his poese of automobiles were 
preparing to leave. A farmer on the Man- 
hattan road, eight miles southeast of Joliet. 
telephoned that a black touring car trimmed 
with yellow stopped at his house and asked 
the road to Chicago Heights. The ériver 
wore a heavy coat. but the farmer caught a 
glimpse of two gray clad men inside the 
car. He suspected who ther were and ran 
back to the house and called up the prison. 


‘Two of Men Murderers. 

Shortly after the warden’s posse had 
started a second farmer called up, saying he 
had seen the car dash by at terrific speed. 
The overcoat of the driver blew open as the 
machine whirled past and he caught a glimpse 
of the prison gray. : 

“Tt is the most daring escape ever engi- 
neered by convicts in this prison,” said an 
official of the penitentiary last night. “ The 
men ai] were familiar with automobiles. They 
had done enough work about the yard when 
machines wére there to learn how to operate 
them. Ayers several times had run Mr. 
Loomis’ car short distances inside the yard. 
He probably is acting as chauffeur. 

‘Mr. Loomis was called to Chicagoat noon 
and took the train. He left his machine in the 
prison garage. No one about the yard noticed 
the men and the gateman paid little attention 
to them, thinking it was Mr. Loomis,”’ 

Broeche, whose prison number was 6786. 
killed Martin F. Myers June 6. 1800, in Chi- 
cago by choking him to death. Ayers, No. 
2189. shot and killed George Holden, superin- 
tendent of the Cora M. Strayer Detective 
agency at 2888 Indianaavenue. Sheldon, who

Says He Is Disappointed When 
Declaration on Trusts 
Meets Silence.

BANKERS HEAR BLUNT WORDS 


‘Woodrow Wilson, the president elect, last 
night delivered an appeal and a warning to 
the business men of the country. He spoke 
at @ banquet given by the Commercial club 


of Chicago. 

To the 300 bankers, merchants, lawyers, 
railroad men, and operating officials of pub- 
lle utilities who filled the Blackstone dining 
room, Mr. Wilson spoke in an ordinary con- 
versational tone. 

The president elect used no gestures, bor 
tricks of oratory. His voice was cold and dis- 
passionate at first, but towerd the clove of 
his address !t warmed and became vibrant 
with the emotion he plainly felt. 

For he was thoroughly in earnest when he 
told his auditors that monopoly must end, that 
the sins of the banking world must be com- 
mitted no more, and that exploitation of pub- 
lic resources for the few at the expense of the 
many had seen the end of its days. 

Plea for Burciness Men’s Support. 

Throughout the entire adéress ran a plea 
for support from the business men of the 
country to make these reforms possible. 
With suth support, the president elect de- 
élared, the le would vanish without the 
necessity of invoking the law. 

He declared that things done under duress 
never were Well done and intimated broadly 
that force was the last thing he wanted to 
employ to carry out the pledges he made 
before election. 

Applause—Except at One Declaration. 

There was not & man present who did not 
at some time feel that Gov. Wilson's re 
marks hit him personally. They applauded 
frequently and at the right periods—with 
one notable exception. That was when the 
president elect declared that monopoly must 
end. He halted for a moment and then with 
a whimsical smile remarked: 

“1 see you do not applaud that’ 

A scattering salvo of handclapping etart- 
ed, but It was not strong enough to drown 
Mr. Willeon’s: 


“Tt am disappointed.” 
There was real feeling in those three words 


and the auditors tried to make emends by a 
burst of real applause. 
Some Blunt Words Uttered. 

The business men of the country were told 
bluntly that the peaceable success of the new 
administration depended on their codpera- 
tion and that without it the president would 
fight for victory. They also were told that 
no man who 4id not put the public good above 
private aggrandizement—be he politician, 
merchant, or personal friend—could have 
influence with or part in the administratinn. 

Four Lines of Endeavor. 

Four lines of Mr. Wilson's coming endeavor 
were set forth. They may be summarised as 
follows: 

‘The country mast husbané ané@ administer. 
not exploit, its common resources for the 
common welfare, with the idea of conserva- 
tion—not reservation. 

The raw material of the country must beet 
the disposal of every one on equal terms, the 
government not determining the terms, but 
guaranteeing against discrimination. 

Credit must be at the disposal of all on 
equal terms. In no other way can dangerous 
élass prejudice be removed. The bankers 
must see it is done. 

Every feature of monopoly 
moved. : 

Plain Word: to Money. Trust. 

Gov. Wilson spoke with the utmost frank- 
ness about the recent revelations regarding 
the money trust 

“1 am not indicting the banking methods,” 
he said. “The banking system does not 
need to be indicted. It is already convicted. 
{ have reason to believe from things which 
have been sald under oath that there are 
inner and outer circles of credit, regions of 
chilly exclusion, and regions of warm in- 
clusion. This must be changed. Some of 
the men who ‘run the game’ intend to run 
it fairly, of course, But the country is not 
zoing to grow rich by the efforts of those 
who are ‘in’ now, but by those who are 
: out ; now.”

‘* Now, not all business men mn this country 
have devoted their thought to that object. 
They have devoted thadir thought very suc- 
cessfully to exploiting the resources of Amer-~ 


ica, but very few business men have devoted | 
their thought to husbanding the resources of |

And very few. indeed, have had 
the attitude of those who administer a great 
trust in administering those natural re- 


sources. 
 I?ntil the business men of America make 


up their minds both to husband and to ad- | 
minister as if for others ag well as for their | 


own profit the matural resources of this 

country, some of the questions ahead of us 

will be immensely difficult of solution. 
“Why is it that the government of the

“I do not mean that the government must 
determine upou what terms they mrust be 
availabie, but merely that they shall be 
available upon the same terms to whoever 
applies to use them or to purchase them; 
that there shall not be discrimination among 
those who are to have access to these re- 
sources. 

“That, it is true, is merely a partand a 
specification under whet I. already have 
been talking about. If those raw materials 
are to be used in the spirit of those who 
would serve the whole country only, without 
regard to section or individual, then ouf fu- 
ture is aseured of an absence of the kind of 
djscrimination which the whole temper of 
this country has sternly risen against. 


Wants Suspicion Dissipated. 

“TY want to take sternness out of this 
country. I want to see stspicion dissipated.

Inner and Outer Circles of Credit. 
“T am not aware of having a single indcict- 
ment in my thought against any class of my 


inner circles and outer circies of credit tn this 
country. There are regions of chilly exclu- 
sion and there are ar 6 warm inclusion. 
You cannot get into the game in some in- 
unless you are upon certain termes 
with the gentlemen who are running the 
game. 

“ Now, I want to hasten to say that I be- 
lieve some of these gentlemen who-are run- 
ning the game intend to run it fairly, but 
there are some gentlemen whom they know 
and some they do not know. 

“There are some whom they recognize as 
entitled to come in and some they do not 
recognize as entitled to comein. The future 
belcngs to the men who are not yet recog- 
nized. 

“This country is not going to grow rich in 
the future by the efforts of the men who have 
already got in. It is going to grow rich by 
the efforts of the men who have not yet got 
in. A truism; kK is going to get rich by the 
efforts of future generations after this gen- 
eration is gone. 


Credit Must Be Upon Equal Terms. 

“ Generations do not comeon by sharp 
cleavage. One generation does not end today 
and another begin tomorrow. They are inter- 
laced. The next generation is now struggling 
for a foothold, and the next generation finds 
it extremely difficult to get a foothold. 

“The credit of this country muet be open 
upon equal terms, and with equal readiness, 
upon the same terms to everybody. The 
bankers of this country end the men who 
have the credits of this country in‘ their 
comtro!l must see to that first of all before 
they can expect to enjoy the confidence of 
the country and to have the problems pecullar 
to them settled without prejudice against 
them. ‘ 

“My dearest hope in my administration 
is the prejudices may be dissolved and de- 
setroyed, the prejudices between sections, for 
example.

“ We know that they intended to do it be- 
cause they did it and because they did it In 
a way which inevitably led to monopoly. We 
know it because they organized their business 
—Oor, rather, capitalized their business—in 
such a way thaf they could not endure if they 
were not out to set up a monopoly. 


Believes in Sharp Cofnpetition. 

“You cannot carry water against competi- 
tion. I was accused the other day, and I am 
happy to plead guilty, of saying the same 
things after | was elected that I said before 
I was elected. Now one of the things that I 
said most often during the campaign was 
this: ‘I don’t care how big a particular busi- 
ness gets provided it growe big in contact with 
sharp competition, and I know that ea business 
based upon genuine capital which has not a 
drop of water ir it can be conducted with 
greater efficiency and economy than a buasi- 
ness that is loaded with water.’ 

“‘ Just so soon as the gentlemen who carry 
water, some of them on both shoulders, are 
exposed to the competition of men of equal 
wit who do not carry water the thing ie set- 
tled and I am willing to abide by the resulta. 
If we can prevent monopoly and produce 
competition wherever men are strong enough 
to set it up—I am not interested in setting men 
up in business, but I am interested in leaving 
the doors open so that strong men at least 
can come in and eet {t up for themeelves—eo 
soon as you produce that situation then there 
will mot be any necessity for government to 
come in and take a hand in e4mministering the 
business of the United States. 


Refers to the Tariff. 

“J for my part hope the government of 
the United States never shell take a hand 
in administering the business of a body of 
people who above all others in the world are 


moralizeh by the system of taxation which 
centers in the tariff. 

“I am alarmed at the number of business 
men that beat the world who are efraid to go 
out and take the weather in @ country the 
richest in the world, the richest in resources, 
and I am fain to believe therichest in brains, 
Who say: ‘ For God’s sake, don't take the 


‘cover frorh over our heads; don’t exy~re us 


to competition with the wite and the re- 
sources of other countries which we have 


ali along claimed to be our inferiors in both.’ 
But there was a time—and it ls going to come 
back—when this country wae able to take 
care of itself. 


“When No Man Fears Anybody Elee.” 

“It will be abundantly able to take care 
of itself when its energies are really realized 
and no man is afraid of anybody else; when 
every man has the same right to comduct 
an independent business that every other 
man has; when every man knows that the 
business community is open for him to enter 
and be welcome. 

“ Then there ie going to come a seacon of 
prosperity in this country which it never has 
known or dreamed of, but not until then. 
You cannot have prosperity personally con- 
ducted. 

“You cannot, have prosperity conducted 
by small circles of individuals. No body cf 
men less than the whole manhood of the 
nation knows enough to be trustees for the 
rest. The only thing that makes society 
various and rich is that men we never heard 
of cafhi tome in at any time and put us on 
our mettie to beat them. 

“I glory in» democracy for that alone, 
that it is a competition into which any man 
may enter, no matter what his antecedents. 
no matter what his training, no matter what 
his origin, no matter what his natural han- 
dicaps.”’ 


Sympathy with Handicapped Man. 

‘The great pleasure of a college man is to 
see some awkward youngster whose brain 
seems at first to run sluggish come in among 
the smart set and put them to their mettle, 
to beat him, not only at the use of his brain, 
but at the use of his muscle, the skill of 
his hand, the adroltness of his address, his

“Some of those gentlemen whose names 
we remember with such acclafm, who used to 
be fn little neighborhood ocootertes down In 
the old dominion of Virginia, met tn order 
to deviee changes which were distinctly 
against the economic interest of Virginia, 
and they oontrived then upon the principle 
that it wae their duty to embark their for- 
tunes and their honor in the enterprise of 
setting men eveywhere free of every kind 
of trammel and restraint and unfairness. 


Appeals for Broader Spirit. 

“Ah, that day has come back. Don't you 
feel it? Do you look at your business any 
longer within the four walls or your office?

Influence of “Vice Trust” Blamed for 
Inefficiency of Department—Says 
Chief Should Be Named for Life. 


“Let the politicians keep their hands off 
the police department and we will have the 
best and most efficient police protection in the 
world in a few years,” asserted Maj, John 
V. Clinnin, chief deputy recerder. He ex- 
pressed his views before the Lrish Fellowship 
club at its weekly luncheon at the Hotel La 
Sallie yesterday.

* got even " yesterday. 

Sol Westerfield, an officer of the Chicago 
Retall Merchants association, told the wom- 
en who hed conducted the sale that they 
had sent up the price of April eggs instead 
of sending it down. He read from the market 
quetations. It showed April) “ firsts’ at 
from 20 to 20% cents in carload lots. At the 
time of the sale they were 17 to 1T% cents. 

Then Mr. Westerfield told the women they 
were extravagant in their methods of pur 
chasing groceries, that they thoughtiessiy 
and uselessly increased the price. and that 
they sought to get something for nothing, 
but invariably paid for all they got. 

“Fresh” Eggs Inferior to Storage. 

Then. as. a final blow, he told them the 
“go called ’’ fresh eggs they had been buying 
fer years were secondary products in com- 


parison te cold storage eggs. He said he 


had heard of grocers selling the cold storage 
eggs for “ strictly fresh " and the “ strictly 
fresh “ for cold storage, so their customers 
would be satisfied. He admitted the women’s 
egg sale had increased the demand for cold 
storage egg. 

“ Your campaign had this result,’ he said. 
“Tt increased the demand for cold storage 
eggs and it reised the price of them about 
8 cents a dosen. Before the campaign I 
sold storage eggs for 25 cents, but so'd few, 
as every one wanted the #0 called strictly 
fresh egg. You have helped the cold storage 
eg¢ come into ita own. I use them myself in 
preference to the strictly fresh. 

* Next December I should not be surprised 
te see cold storage eggs selling for a greater 
price than the strictly fresh.” 


Tells Mistakes of Buyers. 

Them came the lecture on buying gro- 
ceries, 

“ Women vill not come to the store and 
buy,” he@aild. “‘ Everything has to be dellv- 
ered. Every day women cal! up my store 
about dinner time and say they have for- 
gotten to get a loaf of bread and must have 
it delivered at once. Wedeliverit. Or when 
they are making bread, they find they are out 
of yeast and they expect us to deliver a 2 
cent cake of yeast. It costs us as much 
to deliver that ae it does a §5 order. 

“ Them there is the same tendency to get 
the ‘best cuts’ of meat as to get strictiy 
fresh eggs. That means that we have to self 
the poorer cuta below cost and put the extra 
peice on the beat cuts. For real economical 
breakfasts you should buy cold storage eggs 
and whole hems. You demand groceries 
done up in sir tight packages. If you would 
buy them mm bulk, which is perfectly safe in 
pearly every grocery, you would save much. 
The average grocery store today is as clean 
as any one of your kitechens."’ 


Mrs. Bass Defends Egg Sale. 

Mrs. George Bass, president of the Chicago 
Woman's club, said the sale of eggs proved 
the value of concerted action by women. 

“ We broke the egg market,” she said. “‘ We 
were successful and what we have done we 
shall do again.” 

The Clean Food club furnished eggs for 
an experiment. Baskets containing April 
“firsts,” strictly fresh, and “ seconds.”

Democrats have not abandoned hope that 
they can hold the whip hand In the deadlock. 
They refuse this early in the game to meekly 
surrender to the ultimatum of Mr. Dunne. 


Democrats Need Recruits. 
A bipartisan combination founded on the 


remnants of the old machine organized as a 
preliminary to the Larimer election of -1909 
is still much of a possibility. It may be ef- 
fected, it is believed, if the Democratic end 
of it can land some badly needed recruits 
from the membership which has, come into 
the house since the senatorial scandal. 

The old bipartisan combine tis shy about a 
dozen votes, counting all of the present mem- 
bers who voted for. Lorimer in 1900 and 
joined in the arrangement which elected 
Shurtleff speaker. Some of these are repent- 
ant in. view of subsequent proceedings and 
undoubtedly will not enter.another compact. 

The anti-Lorimer Democrats, numbering 
at least twenty-two, are certain to stay out 
of any deal which means the recognition of 
any of the Lorimerites in poste of influence 
or authority and will not be parties to an 
agreement which savors of: accepting any 
Lorimerite leadership. This element is pre- 
pared to stick to Hubbard to the finish and 
is perfectly willing to join a nonpartisan co- 
alition which would kick over. party lMnes 
and permit a working agreement between 
the progressive element fn all four parties. 


Senatorships at Stake. 

The difficulty in negotiating this coalition 
is traceable directly to the United States 
sonatorships.

The anti-Lorimer De:rhocrats profess to be- 
lieve thet the senatorships are matters to be 
determined later.

He immediately got into commmnication 
with Hubbard and brought the accused to 
Buffaio.

House Committee Big 
Packers Evaded Tax. 


HAD ‘NATURAL’ COLORING 


But Analysis Showed Sulphur 
After Government Had Been 
Tricked for $1,200,000,

Weaehington, D. C., Jan. 11--[Special.]—An 
account of the exciting adventures of inter- 
nal revenue agents in running down illicit 
coloring matter used by the big oleomarzger- 
ine manufacturers was given to the Cox com- 
mittee of the house of representatives to-’ 
day by Cormm»«issioner Cabell. 

The commissioner told of his discovery thet 
artificial coloring was used in oieo that es- 
caped tax to amount of $1,200,000, Then he 
surprised the committee by stating that in 
epite of all the evidence obtained he believed 
the department unable to substantiate its 
claim. On that ground he defended his recom- 
mendation that the goverument compromise 
on a payment of $102,0W, the amount offered 
by the packers.

Commissioner Cabell said that early in 1911 
Attorney Alfred R. Urion of Armour & Co., 
submitted to him the question of using a 
cotton seed oll made by the Kentucky Refin- 
ing Company at Louisville. The packers’ 
chemists and the internal revenue chemista 
were unable to find any artificial coloring .n 
the ofl and the packers therefore proposed 
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eo subject to-only 
the quarter cent a pound tax. 
Used at Own Risk. 

Cabell informed them they might use it a* 
their own risk, as he thought artificial! color- 
ing might be discovered later. 

Mr. Urion later informed the commissioner 
the oil company would allow a government 
inspector to visit their refinery and examine 
all processes. But the refinery refused ad- 
mittance to the Louisville revenue agent on 
the ground that its process was secret. The 
oil company asserted no artificial coloring 
was used. 

The packers began using the oi! in large 
quantities and paid only the low tax, Then 
Revenue Agent Ingram at Chicago informed 
Cabell that he had been in the refinery .» 
1903 and renewed efforts were made to gain 
entrance. Th inspectors found the refinery 
surrounded by a stockade with watchmen 
on guard. 

Sulphur Found in Oil. 
‘ Letter Ingram learned from a discharged 
refinery employé that sulphur was uged to 
color the ofl) This charge wae verified by 
a renewed analysis of the product. 

The commissioners prohibited further use of 
the oll by the packers and took steps to col- 
ject the full 10 cents a pound tax on the oleo 
that had beemsold. The packers resisted, but 
finally offered a compfomise. The oil com- 
pany admitted the use of sulphur, but con- 
tended it was orly to set the natural color of 
cottonseed ofl.

Washington. D. C., Jan. 11.—A, pitiful 
picture of men, women, and children of 5and 
6 years old working under filthy conditions 
and living in squalid canning camps of the 
New York Fruit and Vegetable Canning) com- 
pany was presented to the house rules com- 
mittee today by Mary Boyle O' Reilly, a socia! 
worker, and Frank C. Praete, an investigator 
for the New York labor department. 

They supported a resolution introduced by 
Representative Allen of Ohio for an invest!- 
gation of conditions in the canning industry 
throughout the country. 

Miss O'Reilly and Mr. Praete, from notes 
made during personal investigation of the 
canning camps in New York. gave the corn- 
mittee detailed descriptions of horrible work- 
ing conditions, filthy housing. conditions, 
and lack of sanitary equipment. 

*“‘In one cannery I visited,” she sald, “ five 
Ttalian boys from 15 to I7 years old, worked 
1145 hours in one week. They ended the 
week by working from 7 o’clock Satur.

Judge Heard Denies Redress 
to Woman Herself a Party 
to Divorce Fraud. 


HOLDS DUNNE DECEIVED. 


Jurist Says Governor Elect Was 
Victim of Fake Practice 
in Suit. 


Expressing a belief there had been fraud 
practiced on Governor Elect Edward F. 
Dunne when he was a4 judge in the divorce 
granted Grace Brown-~<Guggenheim-Wahi 
from her husbabnd, William Guggenheim, 
copper magnate. Judge Oscar BE. Heard yes- 
terday ruled against, Mrs. Guggenheim and 
refused to set aside the divorce. 

Mra. Guggenheim-Wah! is now forced to 
be satisfied with the $150,000 settlement made 
by agreement in 1001. It ts decreed that 
@he cannot seek recovery for fraud to which 
she Was a party. 

Both Guilty of Fraud. 

“There is no question there was fraud 
Practiced by both the complainant and de- 
fendant in the procurement of the decree of 
divorce,” said Judge Heard. “ The prac- 
tice of procuring fraudulent divorces can- 
mot be condemned in too harsh terms. When- 
ever a person is found guilty of such col- 
lusion, no punishment is severe enough to 

imposed by the court. 

“I think the law of this state ought to be 
changed and no divorces granted uniess no- 
tice either by summons or otherwise is served 
upon sOme representative of the state. If 
that were done I think many fraudulent di- 
Vorces could be prevented. 


Wants Court Procedure Changed. 

“I think the system of court procedure 
should be changed so that whenever an im- 
Portant action is taken before one judge it 
should remain with him until the case is fin- 
ished. This case has been argued four times 
practically on the same propositions. 

“The court finds as a matter of fact that 
there was collusion between the complainant 
and the defendant and that this divorce was 
procured by fraud, on behalf of both parties, 
practiced on this court. Following the prin- 
ciples laid down by the Supreme court, this 
eourt cannot help her in that position.” 


Guggenheim’s Attorney Happy. 
“ The decision is a complete victory after 
five years of litigation,’’ said Jacob Newman, 
attorney for Mr. Guggenheim. “It means 


that the claims of Mrs. Wahl are now si- | 


lenced forever. There is no further action 
she can take. The ruling is final. 

“There can be no doubt Mrs. Wahl has 
been syndicated and exploited by a group 
of New York Wall street chaps in the hope 
that they will be able to shake down the 
Guggenheims to the extent of a small for- 
tune.

It 
is only in the old countries. whose natural 
resources are either used up or are already 
under exploitation, that the liberal profes- 
sions are ardently followed.” 

Mies Van Vorst admits that there have 
been great American savants, “like Gray, 
Agassiz, Pickering, Lowell, Edison, the 
Wright brothers, and Bell, but,” she adds, 
“the American names whose fame is World 
wide are those of millionaires who, in the 
brief span of lifetime and by their own ef- 
forts, have accumulated fabulous fortunes. 


Leaves Death Solution to Others. 

“The American has mastered the forces of 
nature, and there remains but one enemy,” 
continues Miss Van Voret. “He has not 
vanquished—death. Death arid the maladies 
thereto are the only persistent and insur- 
mountable obetacies he has encountered. 
Now he has a wish to master them, but he 
has no time to give to scientific research, or 
te plumb the depths of the invisible.

“The millions which they pay for thie 
buxury of scientific investtigation are a sort 
of wager against i!) luck."

Plays Part in Politics.

sible, Premier Poincare’s chances for the 
presidency. 

The first actual] step in connection with the 
Du Paty de Clam affair wae taken tonight 
when former Premier Combes convoked a 
meeting for Monday next of members of the 
democratic group in the senate, of which 
party he is chairman, to “ take action on the 
Clam reinstatement.” The object of the 
meeting is to arrange for a debate in the 
senate under the form of an interpellation 
before Friday, the day on which the Ver- 
sailles congress elects the French president. 


Deputies Discuss Incident. 

The Du Paty de Clam incident is the chief 
topic of discussion among deputies and sena- 
tors. Friends of the Poincare cabinet are 
disturbed and indignant at what they term 
the efforts to raise a storm over the rein- 
statement of the army officer. They say the 
matter is of no importance and has been 
merely seized on by M. Poincare’s political 
enemies as last hour campaign meterial 
against his candidacy. 

Members of other parliamentary groups 
say they regret the incident, characterizing 
it as inopportune and unfortunate and liable 
to revive the Dreyfus agitation. 

The conservative press of Paris unites in 
condemning thé attacks of the extreme Rad- 
icals and their attempts to weaken the min- 
istry at what is called a critical moment 
in European politica. Le Journal des Debats 
says: 

“ Conditions are so grave that we cannot 
say whether in several months France will 
be In a state of war or of peace, yet certain 
newspepers would like to overthrow the cabi- 
net, in which the ermy has complete confl- 
dence.” 


Withdrew His Formal Complaint. 

After Du Paty de Clam retired from the 
army he filed @ complaint against the min- 
istry of war, claiming that his retirement 
was illegal. In 1911, when he believed there 
was danger of a war between France and 
Germany, the colonel wrote to Adolphe Mes- 
aimy, then minister for war, asking that 
he be reéstablished fh the reserve corps, It 
was agreed that the officer should be rein- 
stated if he withdrew his complaint against 
the ministry. This he did recently and the 
decrée was put into effect.

ATHENS, Greece, Jan. 11 —Mussu!mans to- 
Gay massacred thirty women and children 
and pillaged and burned 120 houses in the 
village of Keramisza, in the Turkish prov- 
ince of Epirus, a short distance from the 
Greek frontier. 

The victims were driven out of their faming 
homes and took refuge in a cavern. They 
were pursued by the Mustulmans, who first 
tortured and then slaughtered them. 

In the villages of Fortopia and Nipero in 
the same region a number of notables were 
massacred and many houses burned. 


Peace Envoys in Deadlock. 

LONDON. Jan. 11.—Diplemacy is still busy 
seeking a solution for the Balkan deadlock. 
Fears that the peace conference will end in 
failure and that the allies will take up arms 
again are stronger tonight than at any hour 
since the plenipotentiaries came to London. 

Uniess Adrianople should fall within two 
or three days, or “ something should turn 
up,” which none of the diplomats can fore- 
see, it appears probable that the delegates 
will leave England soon. 

A note from the powers wil! be presented 
to the Ottoman government on Monday. It 
te firm in tone, and. whte recommending 
Turkey to leave the question of the Agean 
islands in the hands of the powers, makes it 
clear that Turkey has no alternative except 
to cede Adrianople. 

Another note was prepared by thé ambas- 
eadore at Constantinople, but will be auper- 
weded By the collective communication de- 
cided on at Friday’s meeting between Sir 
Edward Grey, the British secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, and the ambassadors. 
Since i is necessary to telegraph the text 
of this note to the continenta? capitals for 
approval, it cannot be delivered before Mon- 


day. 
Turkish Representatives Firm. 

All the ambassadors had today separate 
informal meetings with Rechad Pasha and 
Osman Nazami Pasha, the Turkish dele- 
gates, trying, a2 one of the ambassadors put 
it, “to square the circle" and to discover 
a middle course between Turkey, which in- 
sists upon keeping Adrianople, and Bulgaria, 
which persists that she must have that town. 

The Turkish delegates were immovabie. 
“ Nothing can indute us to commit suicide,”’ 
‘they said. “It ig impossible to change our 
minds concerning the possession of Adrian- 
opie, for which we have made sacrifices 
which no other country hag made. The sen- 
timenta) and religious value attached by 
Mussulmans to Adrianople can be cailcu- 
lated by our having renounced four-fifths 
of our Buropean territory only because we 
wished to keep the Holy City.

“Tf the war is resurred the allies may find 
that they have miscalculated their forces 
and minimized those of islam. They have 
looked through biased glastes at their first 
‘successés, which were due to the fact that 
we were attacked by surprise, not expecting 
that the enemy waa prepared for war.” 


Handicap on the Powers. 

The position of the powers is most difficult 
because al] their deliberations are invalid 
unless by unanimous consent.

Married in 1797 to Princese Frederica of 
Baden, he was deposed by meane of a mili- 
tary pronunciamento in 1800-and banished 
Biong with his consort and children. His 
uncle took his place on the throne as Charles 
XII. Charles, being childless and a great 
admirer of France apd of Napoleon, selected 
as his heir. the. Brench field marshal Berna- 
Gotte and indueed the Swedish national diet 
to ratify his choice. 

Ex-King Gustav retired to Germany, where 
Zhree years later he partéd company from the 
@x-queen, their marriage being sundered by 
a divorce.

Reunited by Czar. 

_ Several yeare later, in 1817, a reconcilia- 
fion took place bet Weert the éx-king and the 
@x-queen at the instance.of Alexander I. of 
Russia, who had married Frederica’s sister. 
> A remarriage was quietly celebrated in 
Germany. But béfore five months had elapsed 
‘the couple again parted company, this time 
‘forever. 
~ In 1818 ex-Quéeen Frederica gave birth to 
a daughter, of which the ex-king was the 
father. But inasmuch asthe remarriage had 
proved a failure, it was decided to keep ita 
“pecret, and since Czar Alexander iooked 
upon himself as responsible for the reconciit- + 
“Ation,\ he undertook to provide for the child. 

Christened Anna, she was confided to her 
grand-aunt, the unmarried Princess Sophie 
Albertine of Holstein-Gettorp and of Swe- 
den, abbess of Quediinburg, and sister of 
Charles XIII., the last of the Vasa kings of 
Bweden. 


Not Treated as Royalty. 

It was stipulated that the child should be 
brought up by the princess in ignorance of 
her parentage and not asa royal person. 

At the same time Czar Alexander deposited 
with Charles XIV. of Sweden a sum of 
8,000,000 crowns, the income of which was 
to be applied to the maintenanoe of the girl. 

In the event of the failure of the king of 
Sweden to fulfill the trust the emperor of 
Russia was to receive the island of Goth- 
land as well as certain northern portions of 
Norway by way of compensation. 

When old Princess Sophia Albertine died 
in 1830 it was found:that she hed left a 
will in which she bequeathed her own small 
fortune to her ward, the then 12 years old 
Anna, at the same time proclaiming the par- 
entage of the child.

Some thirty or forty 
negroes are there at any bour and all the 
women are white. A negro woman is never 
seen in the place. 


Welcome fot Negro Cools. 

It was only a short time ago a negro could 
enter any saloon in London, but things are 
different now. Thenew white slave act which 
frightened so many men of British and. con- 
tinental nationalities out of the country has 
aiso during the last week or two affected the 
London negro of thig basetype. The law falis 
with the greatest severity upon a “ white 
slaver’’ who cannot prove he is in regular 
and remunerative work.

GOLD MEDAL PRESENTED. 


Norse Discoverer Attends Annual

Washington, D. C, Jan. 11.—Capt. Roald 
Amundsen, the noted Norwegian explorer, 


| Was fornmally recognized for the first time 


in the United States tondght as the discoverer 
of the south pole. He was honored for his 


/ achievement with a special goki medal by 
| the National Geographis society at its an- 
| Mial banquet, where he was the guest of 


honor. 
Besides Capt. Amundsen sat Rear Admiral 


, Robert E. Peary, U. &. N., retired, to whom 


the society two years ago gave a similar 
medal, recognizing him as the discoverer of 
the north pole. 


Medal Attests Pole Discovery. 
The Amundsen meda! bears the inscription: 
“* This special medal awarded by the Na- 

tional Geographic society to Capt. Roald 
Amundsen for his Antarctic achievements 
resulting in the attainment of the south pole 
Dec. 14, 1911."'

A distinguished company attended the ban- 
quet to honor Amundsen, who a year and a 
month ago, lacking a few days reached the 
goal for which many explorers before him 
had striven.

Discuss Plans for Dissolution. 

Only the genefal phases of a tentative dis- 
solution plan were considered today. Ite 
principal feature, which the attorney general 
ls understood to approve, is that the Southern 
Pacific turn over to the Union Pacific the 
Central Pacific line, which runs from Ogden 
to San. Francisco. This line, the §67,275,000 
common and $17,400,000 preferned stock of 
which is owned exclusively by the Southern 
Pacific, would give the Union Pacific an ex- 
tension to the Pacific coast. . 

By the tentative proposition the transfer 
would be accomplished by the Union Pacific 
surrendering to the Southern Pactfic a part 
of the $126,000,000 Southern Pacific stock 
now held by the Union Pacffic amd ordered 
relinquished by the Supreme court. 


5. P. Stock Forms Problem. 

If this exchange is finally agreed upon, 
an involved problem faces the negotiators in 
reaching an agreement as to the disposition 
of the remainder of the $126,000,000 of South- 
ern Pacific stock held by the Union Pacific. 
Officials of the department of justice con- 
cede that the Supreme court's decision does 
not forbid the Union Pacific distributing or 
selling a small part of these holdings to its 
stockholders.

Guessing What They 
Sing at j ra 
ing at the Opera. 
) PLEASANT little fiction is preserved by the management 
of the Chicago opera. It concerns those parenthetical 
comments that are to be found at the lead of every cast 
beneath the title of the opera which instruct 
the listener that it ie to be performed “in French,” “in Italian,’ 
“in German,” or, about once a week, “in Bnglish.” Be it vu- 
derstood at once that no possible objection can be found to this 
custom. It represénts the most firmly established tradition of 
opera in America. It informs the world that, whatever the prac- 
tice of other nations, we will have nothing to do with translations 
that corrapt art. We want the com ’s thought unmarred by 
any alterations that might be necessary ‘in adapting it to English 
texts. Where other nations are narrowly and assertively provin- 
cial in the question of intelligibility we are broadly and proudly 
cosmopolitan. 

Let us not reflect that we accepted the foreign language in 
opera by reagon of the necessities of an earlier generation that 
could boast no singers whose native tongue was Pnglish. Indeed. 
it is not the purpose of this article to plead for opera in English. 
Years of pleasing mystery as to the verbal utterances of opera 
have developed a sensuous and imaginative response to the art 
which should not be disturbed. Let us adopt the position of the 
man who cantot understand the text and does not want to. Let 
us resent the weekly performances of opera in the vernacular as 
signe of s progressive tendency that leads straight to artisti+ 
anarchy. The signs “tm French,” “in Italian,” “in German” 
are symbols of a safe and sane conservatism. May they be pre- 
served, even though they are but pleasant fictions «0 far as the 
performances of the Chicago opera are concerned. 

Now, signs and symbols often have slight relation to fact, and 
those which . the public that the artists and the chorus of 
Chicago opera are to sing in such and such a language frequently 
convey information that could be acquired m no other way. The 
Chicago Grand Opera company is a cosmopolitan organization. 
The chorus seems to be equally divided, abont half Italian and 
half American. There are always severa] American principals 
im the casts, and it often happens that they are in the majority. 
Slovenly enunciation seems to be an Italian habit in song. Sam- 
marco and Ruffo ere conspicuous exceptions to this rule, which, 
however, applies to practically all the Americans of Italian 
trafning. 

The French singers have that fine regard for the beauties of 
their own language which is such an important factor in artistic 
completeness, but American singers of French training are quite 
as unintelligible as their colleagues who have studied in Italy. 
At: the first performance of “ Nodl” last Wednesday evening 
Mane. Saliteman-BStevens, Miss Darch, and Miss Keyes could not 
be understood by that exceedingly small fraction of the public 
that was conversant with the language. To the vast majority of 
the listeners this made no difference, since Mr. Warnery, Mr. 
Dufranne, and Mme. Berat to the public were equally unintelll- 
gible, though they practiced clarity of enunciation as an impor- 
tant interpretative factor.

Varying “Die Schoenste Lengevitch.” 

The several variants that have embellished French and Italian 
in the performances of the Chicago opera have not been recorded. 
But an acquaintance with German sufficient to warrant its adop- 
tion as a second mother tongue has enabled the writer to note 
some of the improvements upon “die schoenste Lengevitch” 
achieved by the chorus of the Chicago opera. Two Germans, 
five Américans, a Frenchman, a Belgian, and a Swede have been 
engaged as the principals in the casts of the three German num- 
bers of the repértory. With the exception of Mme. Claussen all 
have practiced a faultless clarity of enunciation and by expres- 
sive diction bave shown an intelligent comprehension of the 
significance of the text and its relation to the music. 

Mme. Olaussen has been obliged to sacrifice the authority 
which one may well bel':ve has distinguished her interpretations 
of Ortrud and Briinnhilde fn her native language to sing unintelli- 
gible German for American audiences. Not one word in a hut 
dred has the listener been able to understand from her. But 
of course the artistic gain in preserving the German text has beeu 
literally incalculable. 

On the other hand, the adventures of the chorns with the Ge- 
man texts have disclosed a world of unexploited possibilities for 
the humorist. At the risk of encroaching upon the dield so suc- 
cessfully dominated by Mr. Taylor, a few of the eccentricities 
noted ate chronicled herewith. “ Lohengrin,” dreaded of all 
conductors because of the importance and difficulty of the choral! 
numbers, has supplied many interesting examples of the new 
dialect that is being formed In the interest of artistic complete 
ness. The chorus discovers the approach of Lohengrin and the 
swan, as all will recall. The German text reads, “ Seht! Welch 
ein Wunder! Bin Schwan zieht einen Nachen dort heran.” The 
sturdy Italians who sing tenor and bass in our chorus declaim, 
“Say! Telcha 'unda! Bia Schwaa seetana Nasha dort ayrang !” 

Seeking to dissuade Telramund from the fight they sing “ Lassa 
fa Kam! Fista vonayksta Maak bayshosst, sag, 'aas daan Schwert 
deer notes?” meaning, of course, “ Lass’ ab vom Kampf! Ist 
er von hichster Macht bechiitzt, sag, was dein Schwert dir 
nfitzt?"” The ensuing chorus of triumph becomes “’eil deina 
Far, deina Ar’.” Or again in the second act one learns, “ Gar 
feel ver’eissda Taag, da ‘eld mongnoy-a Taat vollbring, mongnoy-a 
Taat, gana gewiss!” which, by reference to the text, is identified 
as “Gar viel verhiesst der Tag, der Held manch’ neue That 
vollbringt, ganz gewiss!” ; 

Three words unmistakably German is the record of the chorus 
Since these Italians sang the music 
better than any German chorus ever heard here the public is 
satisfied. But it is worth noting that when the same chorus 
sings “Give you greeting, Mr. Tackleton” in “The Cricket on 
the Hearth,” every word comes clearly and distinctly to the listen- 
ing ear. The singers dcubtless bethink themselves that évery lis- 
tener is a competent crit'c of English and practicé a care in 
enunciation not deemed necessary when a foreign tongue is em- 
ployed. Also English unquestionably is less difficult in song than is 
German. Of course, this by no means compensates for the artistic 
sacrifice {n transferring the original German libretto back into 
the language from which it was derived.

Paul Burck’sskele- 
tong in the “‘ Danoe of Death ” are not very 
terrifying; indeed, they are quite friendly in 
comparison with the horrible old pair of 
leering aristocrats or the pair of amorous 
blacks in Willi Geiger’s cycle, ‘* Love.’’ 
Lyonel Feininger, who used to draw for THE 
TRIBUNE, but afterwards emigrated to Ger- 
many, has developed into a symbolistic radi- 
cal with an exceedingly sensitive quality of 
line. His “ Rising Sun” reminds one of 
Arthur Dove; his “‘ Disparagere "’ ie a linear 
garcasm in which a huge bridge, a syrmbo!lls- 
tic skyscraper, a gigantic figure and Hittle 
ones are mixed together to some ocoult pur- 
pose. Always, though, his imagination is 
provocative and his touch exquisitely sure, 
und in “ Montmartre’’ he gives us one of 
the best things on the walls. 

There are certain very delicate line por- 
traits by Fritz Lederer, etchings of architeo- 
ture by Erna Franck and others, delicious 
caricatures by Olaf Gulbransson, Reinhold 
Holberg, and E. Preetoriua, and delicate 
fairy tale fancies in fine lines by Heinrich 
Vogeler. And some of the color prints are 
entrancing, eepecially the birds of Walter 
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harbor scenes al putldings are atudies with 
the same sincerity and open air briskness of 
feeling; indeed, two or three of these latter 
are perhaps the most interesting pictures in 
But is not this kind of landscape art a kind 
go brilliantly achieved by Messrs. Schofield, 
Redfield, Symons, and others, a trifle bleak, 
like the weather it depicts?

Reports from the sales managers of nearly

It ts doubtful if there is a member 
of either house who is not in favor of legisia- 
tion similar to that in other states which have 
forged ahead in the matter of bullding public 
highways while Illinois has stood still, 

Gov. Dunne and the Democratic members 
of the legislature stand pledged to improve- 
ment of highways by a plank in the Demo- 
cratic state platform. The Progressive mem- 
bers also stand pledged to good roads legis- 
lation by their platform. Republican mem- 
bers of both’ houses almost without excep- 
tion pledged themselves to good roads during 
the recent campaign, as did the Socialist 
members. 

With this general sentiment for good roads 
it is taken on all sides that the question will 
be considered on a nonpartisan basis by the 
legislature and that members of all partics 
will get behind a measure which will raise 
Illinois from her position as twenty-fourth

which her natural resources and her progres- 
sive population demand.

journals refer to 1913 as “‘an equipment 
yeas” and the visitor ot the New York show 
will find that fully 90 pér cent of the car 
manufacturers are furnishing their cars with 
more essential aceessories than ever before 
and. more than was dreamed of only four 
years age. 

This equipment does not include a lot of 
superfluous and useless parts, but such de- 
vices as make for more efficient operation 
and ease of control of the car with less labor 
for the driver. 

For instance, where only three years ago 
only two manufacturers furnished self-start- 
ers with their cars,.this year there are scarce- 
ly a dozen out of nearly 200 pleasure vehicles 
that are not equipped with some form of 
motor started which does away with the la- 
borious and dangerous method of starting the 
car by hand. 

These starters may be divided into five 
classes, as follows: Electric, compressed 
air, acetylene, gasoline, or other volatile 
liquid, and spring starters. 

The first type to appear as an integral part 
of a car was the compressed air starter; then 
came the spring starter, an dthen that depend- 
ing "pon the explosion of acetylene gas in the 
cylinders to start the motor, At last year’s 
show 38 per cent of the cars on exhibition were 
equipped with acteylene starters, 41 per cent 
with compressed air or gas, and only 36 per 
cent with electric starters. This year it is 
estimated that more than 50 per cent of the 
cars will have electric starting lighting sys- 
tems.

When this 
same Biily Papke was in the highest pugilis- 
tic form that he ever possessed he battled 
Ketchel for the title on- four different occa- 
gions.

He will 
have to dispose of the boya@on his own native 
heath before thet honor will rightfully belong 
to him. Amcng the cbstacies might be men- 
tioned Fddte MeoGoorty of Oshkosh, Frank 
Kiacs. of Tetteburgh. “ Buck" Crouse, also 
of ‘‘Smoketown “'; Jack Dillon of Indianap- 
olig, and who knews but he also may Lave to 
teckle the St. Paul phantom, Mike Gibbons, 
before he firishes the job? 

There are three of these ‘ middles "' who 
stand out as the top rotchers, these being 
Papke. McGoorty, and Kiaus. Then there 
are a couple of others close up.

Callahan family Bible) became a pro- 
fessional baseball player vecause the boss 
plumber to whom he was apprenticed at 
Fitehburg, Mass., gave him his choice of 
devoting his entire time to business at the 
handsome remuneration of $4.50 per week, or 
of transferring his Interest to baseball, at 
which he was making from §25 to $40 a week 
on Saturéays and Sundays.

Greatest Games in Baseball History. | 


By I. E. SANBORN. 


ONSBIDERED merely as a pitchers’ 
duel, the most remarkable game I 
ever saw and one of the most pensa- 
tional ever played, was the battle of 
Oct. 2, 1908. in Cleveland between Ed 
Walsh, Big Moose of the White Sox, and the 
late Addie Joss, then star of the Nap slab 
staff. That was the combat in which Joss 


blanked the White Sox without letting a man 


reach first base, and in which Walsh would 
have shut out the Naps with three hitseifa 
passed ball had not let in a run in the third 
inning just before the third man struck out. 

When it is recalled that these pitchers and 
the teams behind them were piaying for tre- 
mendous stakes on that day, this game easily 
takes its place among the greatest in history 
because the strain under which the rivais 
were working .made their performance more 
remarkable. It was the fifth day from the 
end of the championship season, and De- 
troit, Chicago, and Cleveland still werein the 
race for the American league pennant. De- 
feat for either team meant the losers would 
have to win all four of their remaining games 
to cop the bunting. Victory, therefore, meant 
practically doubling the winners chances to 
cut in on the world's series receipts by nos- 
ing out Detroit. 

Incidentally Cieveland'’s victory—on that 
passed ball—may have cost the White Sox 
the championship, for the Chicago men went 
ahead and won three of their remaining four 
games, only to be beaten by the Tigers in the 
final contest on the schedule. 

The performances of the two slabmen in 
the battle of Oct. 2 were brilliant in differ- 
ent ways. Joss was remarkably effective, 
deceiving the batsmen into giving the flelders 
easy chances most of the time. Walsh was 
wonderfully effective in striking out oppo- 
nents, fifteen of them falling before him by 
the whiff route, although he pitched only 
eight innings. If Cleveland had had to play 
its ninth Walsh might have hung up a new 
fanning record. Joss had a puzzling Curve 
which the Sox could not hit safely at all. 
Walsh's spitball was breaking so weirdly 
that the Naps could touch it only occaelon- 
ally. It was so good that Ossie Sehrecken- 
gost, new to the White Sox at the time, had 
much trouble in handling it, and finally, in 
the eighth inning, one of the weirdest breaks 
of the spitter broke the index finger of Os- 
sie's right hand, compeiling him to retire. 

Billy Sullivan was in Chicago recovering 
from a split hand. Billy was at the Audito- 
rium, where the game was being teproduced 
play by play, and when the announcement 
of Shreck’'s injury was made he hurried out 
of the hall, caught a train, and reported to 
Manager Jones next morning in Cleveland, 
demanding to be allowed to catch the rest of 
the games, although the bandages still were 
on his throwing hand. He did, but that’s 
another story again. 

Joss began his historic feat by disposing 
of Hahn on a roviler, which the catcher fleld- 
ed, and getting rid of Jones and Isbell on 
easy flies to short and left respectively. 
Walsh responded by striking out Good and 
fielding Bradley's bounder to first. Hinch- 
man hit hard to Isbell, who knocked it down 
and tossed to Walsh for the third out. 

In the second inning Joss threw Dougherty 
out at first, got rid of Davis on a fiy to left, 
then had a narrow escape. Perring, after 
fielding Parent's bounder, threw wildly to 
first. Stovall made’a swell catch and got 
the Gecision. Walsh struck out Laejole, dis- 
posed of Stovall on a bounder to Parent, and 
whiffed Clarke. 

In the third chapter Shreck popped outand 
Tannehill and Walsh were thrown out at 
first by Lajoie, big Ed's rap being one of 
the two hard hits made off Joss during the 
day. In the home half the game wes de- 
ciéed. Birmingham, who made two of the 
three hits off Walsh, opened with a low fly 
to right and it fell safe. Walsh caught 
him napping off first, but Joe started for 
second and Isbell’s relay went wild, letting 
the runner to third. ‘Parent threw out Per. 
ring without letting in the run. Joss struck 
out.and Good was on the way to the tame 
fate when a spitball eecaped Shreck and let 
Birmingham sneak home from third. Good 
then whiffed, 


The fourth inning saw Hahn go out on a 
roller to Lajole. Jones was retired in the 
same way, but his drive was the second and 
last hard one off the Nap slabman. Walsh 
came beck by striking out Bradley and Hinch- 
man. That made four straight whiffs to his 
credit. Lajote then singled over second and 
stole the middle sack, but Walsh threw 
Stovall out. Joss registered his first strike- 
out against Dougherty in the fifth inning, 
then took care of two easy bounders from 
the bats of Davis and Parent. Walsh re- 
sponded by etriking out three men in the 
other half They were Clarke, Birmingham, 
and Joss. Perring was passed ahead of the 
third strikeout, but was left on frst. 

The sixth was uneventful, as Shreck was 
easy for Lajole. Tannehill rapped softly to 
Joss, and Waish filed to Good. In the other 
half Walsh etruck out Good, threw out Brad- 
ley at. first, and was saved from having an- 
other hit charged against him when Hahn 
made a dashing catch of Hinchman’s line 
drive. The seventh saw Joss throw Hahn 
out at first and strike out Jones. Isbell 
bounded one nicely to Lajoie for the third 
out. Walsh struck out Lajoie for the sec- 
ond time,’ got rid of Stovall on a pop fy, 
and whiffed Clarke. 

With the start of the eighth everybody in 
the park knew what Joss had within his 
grasp and the tension became flerce. Lajole 
threw Dougherty out at first, then caught 
Davis’ pop fly. Parent lofted to Hinchman 
and a roar of applause broke out, But there 
still was the ninth inning to play and the 
crowd hardly could wait for it. In Cleve- 
land’s half Birmingham beat out a bunt and 
Perring singled.

him, while the slightest movement of Mc-

When it comes to winning important colt 
races and the big purses for aged trotters the 
first generation Bingens have not been prom- 
inent in the last half dozen years, Uhlan ex- 
cepted.

The remainder, which constituted by far the 
greater part of the deposits, represented only 
expansion of credit and was not available for 
permanent investment. It is a common error 
to consider bank deposits as “ money in the 
bank.” whereas they are largely composed of 
credits on a ledger. 


~ 
Adds Nothing to *‘Money in Bank." 


When a banker lends a customer $100,000 
he takes the customer's note and credits the 
customer's account with the proceeds. The 
transaction increases both the deposits and 
the loans by $100.000, but adds nothing to the 
‘‘ money in the bank.’” Even when the cus- 
tomer draws his checks upon the credit it 
does not necessarily follow that the money 
in the bank is reduced, for his checks either 
go to the credit of another customer in the 
bank or they find their way into another 
bank and are offset by similar transactions 
in that bank. This credit of $100,000 created 
by the banker discounting the note of his 
customer performs all that actual money can 
perform, and practically adds that amount 
to the resources of the business community 
while it is extant. If the credit has been 
wisely granted the note will be paid when due 
by the customer accumulating credit balance 
enough in his bank’ account and then giving 
his check for his note: The transaction will 
reduce the bank's assets and deposits by 
$100,000, but it will not increase nor diminish 
the “ money in the bank.”’ 

In only a small portion of the transactions 
thus accomplished by credit will actual cash 
be demanded, and against this the banker 
must keep a certain percentage of his depos- 
its in cash reserves. If the credit be granted 
to a worthless customer who cannot retire it 
when due, then the bank loses the amount 
because its resources are reduced by $100,000, 


while: his liabilities remain the same. Right 
there in the difference between redeemab!e 
and irredeemable credit lies all the difference 
between good banking and bad banking, goos 
currency and bad currency, good investment 
securities and bad investment securities. 

Thus the increase of bank deposits is due 
more to the extension of credit than to the 
increase of actual money in the banks, or of 
funds looking for investment. In like man- 
ner when deposits decrease it is a contrac- 
tion of credit which takes place rather than 
a withdrawal of money. 

In October, 1893, for example, there was 


-more money in the national banks by &28,- 


000,000 than there was in 1892, yet the de- 
posits were $500,000,000 less on account of the 
contraction of credit due to the panic—the 
loans and other credit assets being corre- 
spondingly reduced. 
* * 
Must Not Lose Sight of Credit. 

In any financia! discussion we shall soon 
go astray if we lose sight of the place and 
potency of credit. It is esimated that 90 
per cent of all business transactions are done 
on credit, and the currency used in the ma- 
jority of cases composing the other 10 per 
cent is only credit in anotherform. In credit 
modern finance lives, moves, and has its 
being. Some people talk of credit as if it 
were merely the means by which you can 
buy and buy and pay by and by. But it is 
more than that. It is difficult to define, but 
we may say it is the medium through which 
the representatives of property or value may 
be exchanged. 


Here Is the Right Way to Open a Clothing

HERE are few forms of trade which 
bring greater satisfaction and rewards 
than the sale of high grade ready 
mace clothing, and there are few which 
require more intelligent application or 
higher standards. The consumer of today 
demands style and quality in a larger meas- 
ure than ever before, and the merchant who 
can offer the right merchandise and sell it 


in the right way is assured of success. 


Before launching in the business a young 
man should have two elemental things— 
experience and capital. There have been 
cases where young men started with limited 
capital and scored phenomena! successes, 
but such a start has sO many speculative 
features that the examples should not be 
alluring to the young man oftoday. The per- 
centage of failures due to ignorance and 
lack of capital isso Jarge as to discourage 
a venture without knowledge and money in 
fair measure. 

The amount of capital depends upon the 
size of the city and upon the volume of trade 
that the young merchant undertakes to do. 
No clothing business should be started with 
an available’ capitat! of less than $4,000 to 
$5,000, and if the merchant expects to sell 


The bank customer’s note is in one sense 
vniy a slp of paper, but it represents all 
the property of the maker. Bonds represent 
the property, certificates of stock represent 
the capital of the company which issues 
them, and bank deposits stand for actual 
cash. Credit rests on confidence, which is 
simply a reflection of the existing conditions. 
When confidence prevails, credit expands 
easily—that is, the representatives of prop- 
erty and cash are readily interchanged. 
When confidence is shaken, credit contracts 
in proportion to the gravity of the cause, and 
interchange becomes correspondingly diffi- 
cult. If confidence be destroyed, there is a 
panic, when it ts almost impossible for the 
banker's customer to negotiate his note, the 
railroad to sell ite bonds, or the industria! 
company to float ite stock. And all this hap- 
pens while the money in circulation or in 
banks is little, if any, reduced.

‘Bargain Day’ in Credit World. 


The last five years have witnessed a re- 
markable expansion of credit in this coun- 
try. The bank deposits increased about 
$3,500,000,000 and new stocks and bonds is- 
sued during the period probably reached a 
total of $10,000,000,000, while the total money 
in the country, paper and metallic, only in- 
creased about $500,000,000. In other words, 
for every new dollar in money added to the 
geenral stock, bank deposits increased $7 
and securities $20. It is not necessary, there- 
fore, that money be available to absorb new 
issues of securities. If there is room for them 


more than $20,000 to $25,000 in a year he 
should have more capital. A fairly safe rule 
is about 25 per cent as much capital as the 
volume of trade will equal. It is obvious 
that the only place to open a store with this 
amount of capital is in a small town.

What He Can Do on $5,000. 

To embark in the loop district in Chicago. 
where there are innumerable stores, and 
where business is highly competitive, re- 
quires a large amount of money. There prob- 
ably is no store of importance within the 
loop that is operating today on less than 
$75,000 to $100,000, and the amounts, in the 
case of the large stores, run up to a million 
or more. 

Let us suppose that a young man of the 
right business training has$5,000 and plenty 
of ambition. If he wants to start in a large 
city he must find a parther with the neces- 
sary additional capital. Assuming that he 
prefers to embark for himself in a smaller 
center, his first problem is to find a loca- 
tion. By getting in touch with a reputable 
wholesale house he can obtain Information 
as to openings, with facts as to the character 
of the trade, their buying power, and the 
prospects\for growth. The next step is to 
obtain a lease on @ good store, well located. 
His rental should be from 8 to 5 per cent of 
the business he hopes to transact, depending 
on the size of the town. 

Fixtures will cost about $1,000; a store 


in this sea of credit they may be launched 
and floated. 

When a new issue of investment securities 
is made it is generally set afloat as collat- 
eral to an expansion of credit py the banke 
which extend to the broker or bond dealer 
credit with which to carry the securities 
until a market is found for them among in- 
vestors.

On theother hand, if 
confidence is shaken people prefer cash or 
ite representative—bank balances—of certain 
value to securities of uncertain value, and 
they are slow to convert the former into the 
latter, and thus the demand ie less than the 
supply, and the price obtained is consequent- 
ly lessened. When conditions are panicky 
new issues of securities cannot be sold at all 
ani the holders of old isseves become so anx- 
ious to convert them into bank balances that 
prices fall far below tntrinsic value, and then 
it is “ bar@ain day” in the credit world. 
Many rich men hold their reserves for such 
occasions, which constantly recur and they 
grow richer by so doing.

Funds Which Are Available. 

The funds available for investment, which 
graagually absorb securities, come chiefly 
from the following sources, the first two 


must be so equipped that it will attract peo- 
ple; the young men's patronage ie especially 
important; young men are a fastidious class 
of buyers. There is a tendency to overdo 
fixtures, but the amount here suggested is 
in keeping with the extent of the capital.

Pitfalls in - Buying. 

Now comes the buying, and right here let 
us erect this sign, “ Beware of pitfalis."" A 
merchant must get the right kind of goods 
and must buy the right amount. Many 
young merchants are tempted into buying 
too much and of too poor a quality by some 
apparent inducement which only glitters but 
is not real. The young merchant who over- 
does his buying pays a penalty that may re- 
tard his progress for years, if it does not 
overwhelm him. After he gets his stock he 
needs his energy for selling and for con- 
structive work in the development of trade; 
he should not expend it in worry over the 
financial end of the business. The finances 
should be arranged to take care of them- 
selves. |

. “ And his knowledge is infinitely broader 
‘in scope and more difficult to obtain than the 
knowledge usually required of salesmen, 
because the buyer, asa rule, must be a spe- 
cialist in a number of lines, whereas the 
salesman’s job more frequently is but one 
line. He learns one thing or one line of goods 
well, but the buyer must learn well several 
Hines. oe 
“He not only must know the intrinsic 
value of the goods and the various methods 
and costs of production, so that hemay ham- 
mer down the price at the source of supply 
where he knows the cost of production is 
cheapest; he not only must keep in close 
touch with all ths markete, and be able to 
forecast and adjust the condition of his 
stocks with respect to fluctuating prices, but 
‘gilso, especially in the case of the purchase of 
resale goods, he must know the selling mar- 
ket and must be able to anticipate fluctua- 

tions in demand as well asin prices. 


= 
Slipshod Buying Disastrous. 

“ Merchants and manufacturers alike go 
into bankruptcy each year because of slip- 
shod buying quite as much as inefficient sell- 
ing. Just consider for a minute how buying 
affects the percentage of net profit in the case 
of the merchant. 

‘Last year a hardware merchant out on 
the north side turned a $9,000 stock slightly 
more than two times. His sales for the year 
were approximately $20,000. His average 
gross profit-on sales was close to 31 per cert, 
but his cost of doing business, including in- 
terest on his investment, soared to 25 per 
cent, giving him a net profit of 6 per cent 
on sales, or $1,200. This was approximately 
1lj\% per cent net profit on his stock invest- 
ment. 

“But another hardware merchant, |lo- 
cated about half a mile from this man, 
turned a $6,000 stock three and a /ialf times. 
His sales for the year approximated $20,0U0. 
His gross profit on sales averaged 30 per 
cent, while his cost of doing business was 
24 per cent, giving him also 6 per cent net 
profit on sales, or $1,200. But this gave him 
20 per cent net on his $6,000 investment, as 
against only 13% per cent for the other m  1- 
chant. Why? Because this second mer- 
chant kept his stock investment down to 
$6,000, yet had offered the public as big a 
variety of merchandise as the other man 
with his $9,000 stock: How? 

‘This second man paid strict attention to 
quantities in his buying, as well as to price. 
He did not jump at big quantity purchases 
on the low price bait, but determined the 
right quantities to be bought just as judi- 
ciously as he decided upon the variety. He 
bought quantities that would supply a rea- 
sonable demand for a reasonable length of 
time. Of course he considered the advantage 
of any big discounts in return for * quantity ’ 
purchases—but he also considered the pos- 
sible disadvantages. 

“ He not only considered the fact that the 
money tied up in an excess quantity of one 
item was losing for him the interest it might 
earn in tke bank, but also the profit that 
same money might be earning if invested in 
another item that he might as well be selling 
‘af the same time. 

*** This attention to the buying of a’ rea- 
sonably small quantity of any one itém and 
a big variety enabled him to offer as biga 
variety :nd to sell as much in a@ year as the 
wian who had tied up in stock worth half 
again as much money. It made the dif- 
ference between 13% and 20 per cent net on 
the investment.

When the buying public once has learned 
that this policy is faithfully carried out it 
will stand as a continue} stimulus and men 
will be brought to trade in such a store 
through the word of mouth advertiaing of its 
oustomers. Thete is no harder thing for a 
merchant to thoroughiy learn and practice 
than a broad policy of dealing and none so 
essential to success. If goods are guaranteed 
—and no other kind should be carried—the 
guarantee should mean exactly what it says. 
‘There always will be some customers who 
will impose upon a store with such a Jiberal 
policy, but give the customer the benefit of 
the doubt every time. It speaks well for 
average honesty that most people are sin- 
oere in their claims and complainta 
_,The office end of a business should be kept 
carefully in hand. A merchant must know 
stock, sales, profits, expenre, and indebted- 
ress at all times. Uniless he has this in- 
formation he dees not know how his business 
#s tending. It is easy to eat up profits by too 
much expense and unless a merchant knows 
how he is running the safety of his business 
may be imperiled. 

Credit may be extended to desirable trade,

“And the success of a manufacturing 
business also is greatly dependent upon the 
buyer of raw materials and other supplies. 
Here the difficulty of buying right is often 
greater than in the retail store. Here, if 
ever, in business knowledge is power. The 
manufacturer's buyer must not only know 
all the sources of raw material, but he must 
be able accurately to forecast price and 
supply fluctuations and delivery possibilities 

“ He must have intimate knowledge of 
stock on hand and all the processes of pro- 
duction, so that he can forecast the need of 
making exceptions to his ‘maximum’ and 
‘minimum’ running inventories in the light 
of a rising or a falling market or an impend- 
ing * break ’ in prices. 

“Of course I’m talking about ‘top notch’ 
buyers,’ who actually do take ail the pres- 
ent and past facts and on them scientifically 
predict the future and buy accordingly. They 
are the men who must not only know their 
own business from alpha to omega, but als 
several other businesses, especially those 
from which they buy. They are the men 
who are responsible at the rock bottom point 
of production for a low cost on the finished 
product that makes it possible for the sales- 


imen of their company successfully to com- 


pete withh other manufacturers. 
ca * 


Buyer Must Have Experience. 

“A buyer ought to be well seasoned before 
he does any actual buying. This seasoning 
process must be the sort that gives the em- 
bryo buyer actual experience with the goods 
he will buy and the sort of men with whom 
he will deal. Usually he is ‘ brought up with 
the business,’ and his experience covers @ 
wide variety of departments—the wider the 
better. Of course certain experiences are 
better than others. The stock clerk and the 
cost clerk or the voucher clerk and the 
assistant auditor, perhaps, all get valuable 
buying information—provided they. perform 
their duties with a keen thirst for detailed 
knowledge of the ‘what’ and the ‘ where’ 
and the ‘ why’ of the materials they handle 
or record. : 

‘‘ But this experience alone will not make 
a good buyer—not by a good deal. He also 
must have a combination of definite per- 
sonal qualities that are hard to find, espe- 
cially in men who also have had the neces- 
sary preliminary expuvrience just mentioned. 

‘For big success he must have unusual 
personal power, with a faculty to make him- 
self independent of influences other than a 
restricted number of plain facts. 

“ With a host of robust, optimistic sales- 
men battering at him, always searching for 
his weak points, this is not always an easy 
task. He ought to be robust in physique 
and optimistic himself—for it is a fact, I 
think, that a physically weak man is more 
susceptible to the influence, of robust per- 
sonalities than the man who has equally 
vigorous vitality—and it is true that a ma- 
jority of salesmen are physically as well 1s 
mentally strong. If they dominate physi- 
cally, they have a big advantage over the 
buyer. 

“] shall never forget how, several years 
ago, a titan salesman breezed into my office— 
physically and mentally, too, I think, he was 
twice as strong as I—completely dominated 
the fifteen minute interview, and, although 
I did not really need his line, I did not then 
have gumption enough to refuse him, so 
thoroughly did he enthuse me wijth his own 
confidence and optimistic faith in his line of 
goods. 

* * 

‘ Good Buyer Always Courteous. 

‘Yet a good ‘buyer is always courteous to 
galesmen. Whether or not he buys, he must 
keep the salesman’s good will, because they 
now and ther really’ have exceptionally good 
offers, and they can often supplement the 
buyer’s knowledge of the market.

Add to this the necessary 
knowledge of the uses of what he buys, in- 
cluding sure knowledge of consumers’ de 
mands and tastes, and of factory processes 
and costs, and you have a combination of 
mental, moral, and physical requirements 
hard to beat.”’ 


Clothing Store; 
Capital Needed. 


As business increases capital is increased by 
adding to it the profits of the year, but tempo- 
rary capital may be obtained in another way. 
When a merchant finds his business so good 
that it requirees a larger stock of merchan- 
dise, he gete in touch with his banker. Banks 
exist for the purpose of assisting legitimate 
business and if not utilized for this purpose 
their functions would be defeated. A mer- 
chant borrows in the spring or fall when he 
needs money to discount his bills. The dis- 
count saved is always more than the interest 
paid to the banker. After the bills are dis- 
counted the banker is paid out of the money 
that comes from subsequent sales. 

Every merchant will do well to keep in close 
touch with his principal wholesale house. 
Men of affairs and experience are at the nead 
of such housesand their judgment is valuable. 
A really bright merchant will convert himself 
into a sponge whenever he comes in contact 
with other business men and absorb every- 
thing he can. He will follow up the process 
by doing a iot of hard thinking for himself.

| Why Some Fail. 

Only a small part of the merchants who 
fai) cause a loss to their creditors; most 
of them lose their own capital, sell out, pay 
up, and quit; some die in the harness and 
their estates barely pay out. 

The fundamental causes for these failures 
are few: ©" 

1. Lack of managerial capacity. Most 
merchants make money when the business 
ie small, they do most of the work them- 
selves and watch every penny of expenge. 
When the business gets bigger and some 
of the important work must be done by em- 
ployés the weaknesses of the manager be- 
come apparent. Here a genius for organi- 
gation is necessary. ' 

2. Ignorance of the facts about the busi- 
ness. Inetead of knowing every day all 
about the size of the stock, expenses, prof- 
its, they gUuees at such things. 

8. Lack of concentration. Many a good 
merchant is spoiled by a little success. In- 
stead of sticking to the business which gave 
him his first taste of prestige he permite 
himeself to be dazzied by other things, such 
as real estate speculation, political honors. 
and other outside ventures. Some men make 
them pay; more do not. 

4. Underestimating opportunities. ii: most 
towns there aré too many mediocre stores 
and too few really godd ones. Merchants are 
prone to be too quickly satisfied, thus inaking 
room for new and more lively competition. 

5. Spreading out too much. Not infre- 
quently an early success will tempt a mer- 
chant to try to run two or three stores in 
different cities. This requires great ability 
for organization, and while a few have dis- 
played ‘t, ninety-nine out of a hundred dis- 
cover that a division of their capital and 
energy is a Wailing game.

ITHIN a few more weeks the hatch- 
ing season will start in this sec- 
tion of the country. The time is 
therefore at hand to consider what 
method to pursue in hatching this 

year’s supply of young stock. The question 
of method confronts every beginner in poul- 
try Falsing, and such beginner must soon de- 
cide whether to follow the old way, hatching 
by hen, or using the modern method, the in 
cubator. , 

Before making any definite decision along 
this line several thinge must be taken Into 
comsideration, and no one should decide such 
an important question without giving it lots 
of thought: Facilities at hand must come 
in for a big share of consideration; location 
and breed must not be overlooked. 

There is no question but what incubators, 
the right kind of incubators, are preferable 
to hens, and it is also a fact that a large 
poultry plant could not be operated nearly as 
successfully with hens as with machines; 
but there are on the other hand many indi- 
vidual cases where incubators are unprofit- 
able to operate. For instance, the poultry 
raiser who only wishes to raise a couple of 
dozen chicks would be exerciring extrava- 
gance by using an incubator. 

* 
Complaint of Poor Hatches. 

People who can onty find room in the kitch- 
en for setting a machine, where the tempera- 
ture goes from one extreme to the other, 
had better not attempt to use an incubator. 
The best mechine on the market could not 
turn out satisfactory hatches where here 
ig such a difference in the temperature. A 
good regulator will tale care of the small 
changes satisfactorily, but where the varia- 
tion is so marked as it would be fn most 
kitchens it is impossfble to keep the incubator 
egg chamber at a uniform temperature. 

I have had people complain to me about the 
poor hatches from their incubators, and upon 
investigation I found many of these com- 
Piainante’ machines being operated within a 
few feet of the kitchen stove. One of these 
same peoyie had one of the best baeements 
I ever saw for hatching purpores, and wher 
I asked him why he did not eet his machine 
down there he replied: “ I want it handy so 
that I need not go down inte the basemen

at night to look after the machine and see 
that it is running right.” I told this party 
that if he moved his machine into the bese- 
ment, regulated it correctly to start with, 
and looked after it each morning and even- 
ing he would not need to get up at night: in 
fact, he need not worry about it during the 
night. No wonder this party had to get up 
during the night and look after his regulator 
and lamp flame; the temperature of his 
kitchen dropped considerably during the 
night, hence it made it absolutely necessary 
tor him to look after it. 

Should the decision have been made in 
favor of the incubator the question then 
arises what kind anc size to buy. The an- 
swer to this questionis: Buy a good one, and 
let the size be govermed by the facilities at 
hand to obtain the hatching eggs and the 
raising of the chicks. 

It would be folly for a small backyard 
poultryman with only a small flock of, say, 
a dozen hens to buy a 300 or 400 capacity 
machine, and it would be equally imprudent 
for a man with 100 or 200 hens to purchase 
an incubator with a capacity of only fifty or 
sixty eggs. A small poultry raiser with a 
small flock would be compeHed to save hjs 
eges too long to fill one of the larger ma- 
chines. Egge may be safely kept for hatch- 
ing for a period of two weeks, providing they 
are turned each day; but to obtain the bést 
result from the hatches I would not advise 
setting eggs older than this.

My husband has a steady position and a 
salary of about $90 per month. He allows 
me an average of about $15 per week for 
clothing, rent, food, fuel, and al! household 
expenses. We have now been mafried nine- 
teen years. 

Four years ago I made up my mind that 
some provision must be made for the future, 
ané after much persuasion succeeded in in- 
ducing my husband to agree to buying a 
$250 lot in a new subdivision as joint own- 
ers, paying §.. down and $5 per month. At 
that time the street had just been laid out, 
and there was no water pipe and no sidewalk. 
After two months the pipes were put in and 
there were two houses in the block. 

I had $88 in the bank, which I had saved 
pion employed as a stenographer, and a 

nter living in one of the two houses 
mentioned agreed to put up the “shell ” ofa 
two room house, flat roof, with five foot 
basement [no siding], for $180, $100 down 
and balance §7.per week. 

My husband finally agreed to this, though 
he said he knew I could not “ make good.” 

Then I borrowed $65 from relatives [which 
I returned as sOon as possible], and had the 
house plastered for $40, and had water run 
in {no sink] for $30, part credit. 

A few months later I heard of an old 
carpenter who could not speak English. If 
I would board him.heagreed.to work for §1.25 
a day and meals. He was slow, but had 
ability and was very faithful—véry much !fn- 
terested in his work. I bought siding and 
had him put it on the rear and two sides of 
the house, putting tar paper on the front 
temporarily. 

I was very economical, and a year later 
had saved enough to pay for lumber, en- 
gage the same carpenter, and add tworooms, 
hall, small front porch and steps, Had the 
flat roof tarred and graveled [$8.50] the same 
as the first part.. We paid $40 to have the 
new part plastered. 

In. the Meantime my husband heé put up a 
roof over the back porch, and I had deco- 
rated the greater part of the house myself, 
as I am able to calcimine, paper, and paint 
very well. 

In the fall of 1910 the sewer was put In 
the street and we now have modern con-

Last summer I had about $50 on hand, a 
we borrowed $200 from a bank and added 
half story to the house, and it is a pretty 
cottage now.

Filth breeds vermin and disease. 

Keep the setters away from the rest of the 
flock; feed them grain food, charcoal, grit. 
and clean, fresh water. A little rusty iron 
dropped in the drinking water during this 
period will act as a tonic and keep the hens 
in good condition,

Ifa 
good faker comes along, with a taste for this 
sort of thing, he can win an immense fol- 
lowing by making believe that theese great 
thoughts are his own, and by flattering those 
who Msten to him into believing that they 
are getting something very abstruse, abd- 
stract and transcendental indeed, something 
that only minds of great capacity can grasp.

Ideas Many Times Repeated. 

It is one of the delights of philosophical 
study, even of philesophy in its simpler 
forms, to identify & thought through the 
ages. The poets of any account have al- 
weye received a good deal of philosophy at 
first or second or third hand. Sometimes 
they have themselves been true philoso- 
phers, and been among the firet to think out 
the particular thoughts of a generation. Ten- 
nyson has been given the credit of doing 
so. But let us take some one idea that has 
a philosophical content and notice how it 
has been repeated. It is in Longfellow's 
line, “‘Art is long and time is fleeting,” « 
line in a poem’ that has been an imepira- 
tion to thousands. Chaucer writing 400 
yeare earlier hes the same lhne, in middle 
Einglish, and it is an exact translation from 
the Greek of 1,500 or 1,600 years earlier. 

From such simple statements as these 
thousands of men have received inapira- 
tion for successful endeavor. Some of 
them represent the philosophy of history; 
even sueh a One as “ honesty is the best 
policy "' may be sald to do so. To be honest 
for the sake of being honest might not ap- 
peal to some mén, so that when Franklin 
reduced a great idea to a form that might 
appeal to the lowest type of man—the man 
without moral sense—he Indeed brought phil- 
osophy, as he brought the lightning, from 
th. skies. Perhaps he could do one be- 
cause he could do the other. It some- 
times takes a great deal of really philosoph- 
ical thinking to arrive at the conclusion that 
the doing of.some very simple thing will 
produce marvelous results. In a physical 
world the putting together of inert mixtures 
which together equal gun powder is a sim- 
ple example. 


Bergson Widely Read Today. 
Today the philosophy of Bergson is looked 
upon as perhaps the latest acvance ip 
thought. Current literature of nearly every 
month have articles interpreting or explain- 


‘ ing or introducing Bergson to a wider audi- 


ence. Presently some Franklin may come 
along and put into very common terminol- 
ogy this new philosophy. So reduced it may 
serve to reduce men's arduous endeavors. 
make life a much easier and simpler thing— 
just as, for instance, the electric light repre- 
sents an enormous s@ving of effort in the 
home, as compared with oil or candles—help- 
ing men to make more easily for themselves, 
and without enormous wastes of energy, @ 
place tn life that will satisfy their idea of 
successful. 

Innumerable are the simple practical les- 
sons to be brought from quite transcendental 
thought. Take such a one as the importance 
of little things—to be found in both high 
and low philosophy—a truth that when acted 
upon in the spirit of “trifles make per/ec- 
tion, and perfection makes no trifie,”’ a say- 
ing attributed to one of the world’s greatest 
artists, Michael Angelo—has won fame for 
innumerable men. 

The Greeks put this idea into the proverb, 
“Great without small makes a bad wall,” 
which we may not understand, now that 
walls are made of cement, and not of rough 
stone. Aesop put the idea into the most 
easily understood of forms, and we find it in 
such a form !n the Hindoo philosophy, in the 
story of a man who sald to his son: “ Bring 
me a fruit of that tree and break It open. 
What is there?’’ The son replied: “Some 
little seeds.” ‘‘ Break one of them and what) 
do you see?” ‘ Nothing, my lord.” “My 
child,”’ said the father, “ where you see novh- 
ing there dwells a mighty tree.” 

Philosophy is just such a seed, It bears 
until growths In what may seem but the 
most meaningless thought, meaningless to 
the thoughtless one or the. man of little ex- 
perience. It may be for you to plant that 
seed and keep the weeds and weather and 
other hostile Influences from destroying the 
young plant that appears.

Thousands of capable minds deteriorate 
because their owners never discover how to 
keep them exercised and heaithy. Pro- 
longed melancholy, continuous dwelling on 
the idea of some gratification that is purely 
physical, or on some idea of wrong suffered 
or done—these things bring men to insane 
asyiums. But healthy, wholesome thought 
to occupy the hours when the mind is free to 
go where it, will brings not only mental 
health and joy but a development that may 
mean supreme happiness and even great 
worldly success. Every man that thinks be- 
comes his own reliable philosopher, 

Some men never discover what their minds 
were made for. They despise philosophy 
because they do not know what it leit is 
pearls before swine in their case. Divine 
philosophy is not dull and crabbed. It is @ 
retreat all others are lacking In spacious- 
ness and grandeur. Seys Marcus Aurdilus: 
* Men seek retreats, houses in the country, 
seashores, and mountains; and thou, too, 
art wont to desire such things very much. 
But this is altogether the mark of the most 
eommon sort of men; for it ip in thy power 
whenever thou shalt choose to retire into 


thyself.”

in the thing that my firm handles 
than I am in anything else in the 
world,’ explains Sidney L. Levi, who 
began as a label boy With Selz, Schwab & 
©o. and now, though but 27 years of age, is 
superintendent of the women’s department 
for that house. / 

Young Levi started to work for Sels, 
Schwab & Co. when he left school at the 
age of 1%. His pay as a label boy was $4 
a week. He went on the road for his firm six 
years ago in a territory that was doing a 
$20,000 business, but when he @ave up the 


territory two years ago it was doing a $120,000 - 


business and Mr. Levi received a bonus of 
$1,500 from the house for the showing. He 
has held his present position for two years, 
and during the last year he has caused the 
business of the department to be just double 
what K was when he took the job. 

“ How have I done it?” echoes Mr. Levi. 
** Because I get more pleasure out of shoes 
than I could out of any enjoyment that was 
ever conveived. If I had started to work 
for any other sort of a firm I suppose my in- 
terest would all be centered now on some 
other one commodity, but the first chance I 
had In the business world was with Sela, 
Schwab & Co., and, while the first year I was 
doing nothing more than pasting labels on 
boxes and sweeping the floors, shoes were 
creeping into my syetem. Now they are 
thoroughly a part of me, - 

* * 
Started In as Label Boy. 

“ At the end of my year as a mbel boy, I 
started in at what we call ‘ dupes "—pliling 
cases, and I staid at this work for another 
year. The pey for a label boy is much bet- 
ter today than it was when I had the job, 
but it seems harder to get a boy to etay In 
such a department as long as I did. I didn’t 
chafe under the pay and the position so long 
as I was learning something about the busi- 
nees all the time, for I had confidence in my- 
self and in the firm—two things that I cer- 
tainly t.ad to have to succeed' when I got out 
on the road. 


“My térritory wae entirely in the city of © 


Chicago and included our State street trade. 
Two years ago I wae given my present posi- 
tion. My experience in the house had made 
me familiar with the goods and I thoroughly 
enjoyed my work. 

“ What methods did I use to win success 
as a salesman? Well, the main thing, of 
course, ig <0 get @ merchant to look at your 
goods. I kept one or two styles of shoes In 
my pocket to spring on a man if he wouldn't 
give me a chance to open my grip. My grip 
used to be hard to apen because of the straps 
onit. Then I hit on anew scheme. I had the 
cumbersome straps taken off and buckles 
used in place of them that could be snapped 
open in an instant. All our men have grips 
of that sort now. 

“IT always tried to get acquainted with my 
customers and I always tried to look out for 
their interests. I kept myself posted on the 
new styles, I never oversold to customers, 
amd I kept them posted when goods were apt 
to go up in price.

Catered to Folk with Big Feet. 

‘‘ Another thine, I found that there were 
certain styles of shoes fitted to certain neigh- 
borhoods. You may emile, but indeed there 
are localities in Chicago where the residents 
have unusually large feet and are hard to 
fit. I found one customer who was eepe- 
cially perplexed with this kind of trade, and 
to him I always played up a special kind 
of shoe that I had had the house make. 

‘* Discouragements? Yes. That first month 
or two on the road made me discouraged at 
times, because it seemed that all the other 
houses were doing business but me. It 
seemed as though there was an awful lot 
of competition. But the discouragement 
didn't last long. I knew the goods from 
the bottom up, I knew my house, and had 
confidence in it, I liked to work hard and I 
loved @hoes. 

“ Certainly a man must work hard on top 
of everything else. I was always in my 
territory at 8 o’clock in the morning when 
a good many of my competitors didn't get 
around until 9:30.

ing of oranges. The soll and climate are 
alike peculiarly fitted for this industry, and 
the reeult is that on both sides of the river 
there are many groves of oranges and other 
citrus fruits. Within the last few years the 
trucking industry has been developed until 
large quantities of vegetables are now 
shipped to northpern markets. 

There are two kinds of soils in the county, 
quite distinct in some respects, but both 
adapted to orange culture. They are the rich 
hammock lands and the pine lands. “ Ham- 
mock ’”’ is a local term applied to @ peculiar 
soil covered with a dense growth of trees and 
underbrush. The word is said to be of Indian 
origin and is not to be confounded with 
‘‘ hummock.’’ A hammock is a rich body of 
land overgrown with live oak, hickory, cedar, 
magnolia, palms, and cabbage palmetto, with 
a dense undergrowth. The eaoil is largely 
composed of vegetable mold, phosphates, 
carbonate of lume, sand, and clay, underilaid 
with Mmestone, It is black and light, and is 
from two to ten feet deep. 

In a limited area there are also black shell 
hammock on the shores of the bays, and these 
geem of inexhaustable fertility, actually 
growing richer with cultivation. In general, 
however, the hammocks that are ueed for 
raising vegetables will require fertilizing 
after a few seasons for best results, especially 
in view of the fact that the long seasons 
permit several crops to be grown in one sea- 
son. 

The pine lands are also rich, some of them 
nearly as rich as the hammocks, and some 
of the finest orange groves in the country are 
grown onthem, They are moreeasily cleared 
than the hammock lands, and while they are 
not @o rich, there is a feeling that orange 
trees planted on the pine lands, which are 
more or less sandy, will live to a greater age 
than those planted on the richer soll, which 
induces such a vigorous growth of the young 


trees.

Other Citrus Fruits Do Well. 


In Manatee county thereis an abundance of 
pure’ water to be had at slight expense. Ar- 
teaian wells are obtained easily and furnish 
a flow of water so strong that they have the 
force of the water systems of an ordinary 
city. Every farm and orange grove of im- 
portance is supplied with these wells, and 
thus the risk of loeing one's crop because of 
drought is removed. 

While more attention has been given to 
planting oranges than any other branch of 
fruit culture, other citrus fruits do well there 
and are profitable. Grapefruit growe to per- 
fection and finds a ready market at profitable 


¢eontinent. 


prices. Lemons have been planted to some 
extent and the culture of pineapples is in- 
creasing rapidly. 

The land about which you ask in particular 
is located in the western portion of Manatee 
county, adjoining the main line of the Sea 
Board Air Line railway for a distance of 
six miles and extending south about four 
miles to the Manatee river. It isabouttwen- 
ty-five miles south of Tampa and nine miles 
east of Bradentown, the county seat of Man- 
atee county. The town of Parish is located 
on the property. 

Up to a short time ago there were tracts of 
land about Bradentown that could not be 
farmed at all, as the lands were not well 
drained.

80 my married life has been ofte splendid 
season of endeavor along lines intensely 
interesting. 

“Try as I would, however, I could not 
make bread to sult my most severe critie— 
myself—until I read your directions for 
making ‘family bread,’ printed for the 
benefit of ‘EB. A. &,’ I tried them at onte 
and my bread was fine at the first attempt. 
I have just taken the second bateh from the 
even, and it, too, is perfect. I am proud 
and happy, as you may tmagine, and in 
token of my gratitude I am sending you the 
easiest recipe | have ever known for cream 
salad dressing. It ig delicious and most 
easily made. 

“I also inclose a stamped and self ad- 
dressed envelope in which please send me 
the address 6f* Will L. B.,’ the man in the 
almshouse. I have some magazines for 
him. I wish earnestly that I might de more, 
and I shall watch the Corner in that hope. 

“CREAM SALAD DRBESSING. — One 
tablespoonful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
salt, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, one table- 
spoonful of mustard, half a cupful of vine-~ 
gar, and Gli up the cup with water. Heat 
the vinegar and water ih & salicepan. 
Cream tpeé dry ingredients to a paste witha 
little cold water, and when the vinegar is* 
warm put the two mixtures together. Cook 
them slowly after mixing. When the con- 
tents of the saucepan are thickening, beat 
the eas Nght. remove the mixture from the 
fire, and stir in the egg. Return to the fre 
and when it begins to thicken again remove 
and whip light with ah egg beater. A lit- 
tle butter improves the flaver. Thie will 
keep for a week and may be thinned with 
eour Cream. 

“ Occasionally, when making cake thet 
requires the whites of two eggs, I have used 
the yolks for this selad dressing. It is 
quite as good as when a whole egg is used 
abd @ little more yellow in color.

Salad 
dressing in which the taste of of! is distinet 
ie a failure. It should be so skilifully blend- 
e@d with the vinegar or lemon juice as to 
lose the olly favor.

Bran Muffins. 


“*B. V.' asks for a recipe for bran mutf- 
fins. I inclose mine: 

“ Buy bran four from « feed store, not 
the ‘prepared bran’ that comes in pack- 
ages. One cup of sour milk. one teaspoon- 
ful of baking soda, four tablespoonfuls of 
molasses, one teaspoonful of sait, one and a 
haif cups of whole wheat flour, and one 
cupful of bran. Mix thoroughly and bake 
slowly from thirty to thirty-five minutes. 

“This bread molds quickly, so do not try 
to keep it long, but make it fresh often. 
Sweet milk will do if you have no sour. 
Even water may be used in the place of 
milk, but the bread is not so nourishing 
when mixed wtih water. Do not sift the 
bran. Pick out the oats and cheff if there 
are any in the bran. I bake these muffins 
in tin gem pans, not in muffin rings.

You have saved me the trouble of writ- 
ing out a recipe for bran muffins, or“ health 
bread,”’ as the querist calis it, which came 
by the same mail with your formula, I 
thenk you.

Way to Clean Kitchen Walls. 

“In the hope of helping others as I have 
often been helped, I shall try to tell of one 
way of lightening housework. 

“ The upper part of my kitchen ts painted, 
and every spring and fall it is the worry of 
my maid's life to wash off the streaks and 
grease that have gathered upon Walls and 
celliing. No matter how little water she 
uses, tM invariably ruas down into her 
sieeves. Thie is the contrivance that abates 
the nuisance: 

“We get the hot water tank a-~bolling 
bard; then We put plenty of soap or, if we 
prefer, a good cleansing powder into a pail 
and set it under the hot water faucet, turn 
on the water, and close the doors and win- 
dows. When the ceiling is streaming with 
vapor from the botling water a well wadded 
broom is used to wipe off the dirt. 

“The steam will earry up the fumes of 
the soap or the cleansing powder, and acts 
like a charm. 

“ Bere ls a nice way of cooking wild rab- 
bits or other game: 

“ POTTED RABBIT.—Clean and joint the 
rabbit and lay in vinegar and water for 
some hours. Then put it into @ stone crock 
with a large sliced onion, a teaspoonful of 
seit, half a teaspoonful each of pepper and 
paprika, anda pinch of cayenne. When the 
rabbit is nicely packed in, cover with sliced 
ealt pork or bacon; pour in enough Water 
to cover all: fit on @ close lid and cook for 
an hour and a half inthe oven. Just before 
serving take off the cover and brown the 
bacon. Drain off the gravy; thickén with 


browned four, boll up once and pour back , 


ever the meatinthecrock. Mrs. J. 5S. T.”

Onion Pickling Recipe. 

“ Recently I saw in some paper—I think 
im yours—a recipe for pickling onions. The 
paper was accidentally cestroyed before I 
could cut outthe recipe. Would it be asking 
too much of your good nature if I requested 
you to have it reprinted In the Corner? 

ee MARI.” 

I eannot wndertake to reproduce the 
recipe which you liked. This is good. I 
know, although I do not vouch for its 


identity with the former, of which. I may ; 


say, I have no recollection. 
PICKLED ONIONS—Select onions of 
medium and uniférm size. If large and 
wmall are pickled together the result will 
be unsatisfactory. Put them in a stone 
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jar and cover with strong brine. Leave 
them in this for two days; pour it off and 
put in a new supply of brine as strong as 
the first. On the fifth day heat yet another 
lot of brine to a boil, drain the sait and 
water from the onions, throw them into 
cold water, and leave them here for four 
hours. 

Drain off this and put the onions into boil- 
ing brine, Cook just one minute after the 
boll begins anew. Now for a second soak 
in cold water and arrin for four hours. 
Pack the onions after they are taken out 
of the last water into a stone jaf and pour 
over them scalding vinegar into which you 
have stirred a cupful of sugar to the gallon, 
with a tablespoonful of whole blades of 
mace the same, each, of white pepper 
corns and whole cloves. This quantity of 
spicé to a gallon of vinegar. Cover closely 
while the vinegar is hot and do not open for 
a fortnight. Then pour off the spiced vine- 
gar, boil up quickly and pour again over the 
onions in the jars. 

These pickles will be fit for use in a Month, 
but improve with age. The alternate salting 
and freshening. should leave the onions 
white end whole.

A Dishwashing Hint. 


“If you have to wash dishes, etc., keep 
a plentiful supply of soft paper in the 
kitchen, with which wipe out greasy pots 
and pans, plites and dishes. before you 
begin to. wash them. It will save time, 
temper, labor—and soap. B. T. M.” 

A capital idea which was recommended 
to us for adoption some weeks ago by an- 
other canny housemother. I know cooks 
ana the mistresses of cooks who never 
allow a scrap of wrapping and packing 
paper to be thrown away. It is a mervel 
to the acquaintances of one of these how 
she always contrives to have quantities of 
clean tissue paper to lay in between her 
best gowns whenever she travels. She 
never buys it for that purpose, she ex- 
plains, but folds and lays away every sheet 
that comes to the house In milliners’ and 
Gry goods boxes. Tne cheaper yualities go 
into the flat bag hung near the kitchen 
eink. Used as our correspondent indicates, 
the paper absorbs the heavier parts of the 
grease. A sluice of hot water is the next 
cleanser. Then a dip into scalding suds 
leaves no oils to be taken up by the towels. 
Not the least advantage of the process is 
that towels keep clean and whole ten times 
as long as if they were allowed to get 
dingy and grease soaked. A grimy. ill 
smelling dish towel is a housewifely dis- 


HAM CREAM CAKES—Sift one-quarter 
of a pound of flour into a bow!, season it 
with pepper and celery salt, and rub in 
two ounces of butter... Next mix in the 
yolk of two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
cream, and one-third of a teaspoonful of 
baking powder. When it is mixed toa 
stiff paste roll it out very thin on a board 
and cut Inte small round pieces. Prick 


the pieces and bake in a hot oven uptii 
they are light brown. When the biscuits 
are cool split them through the middle 
and spread with a paste made of whipped 
cream and finely chopped ham, seasoned 
with pepper and a very little powdered 
mixed spices. The cakes may be served 
cold or heated in the oven before using. 

APPLES IN DRESSING GOW N—Make «a 
puff paste and cut into pieces large enough 
to hold an apple comfortably. Cut the 
apples in half, peel them, and cut the core 
out of each, making quite a large hole. 
Fill the center witiR. sugar, cinnamon, and 
strawberry, raspbeiry, or quince jam. Ar- 
Tange the apples with pastry beneath 
them and over them [like individual! pies), 
and bake them in the oven as you would « 
pie. 

RICE WITH CHEESE AND TOMATO— 
Cook one-half cup of rice in three cups of 
cold water, heating it quickly and lettin 
it boil five minutes. Drain, rinse in cold 
Water, and drain again. Add one cup of 
tomato purée, three-quarters of a cup of 
water or broth, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt, and a little chopped green pepper. 
Cook until tender and then add one-half 
cup of grated cheese and two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, mixing them in with a fork. 

GRILLED OYSTERS—Use large oysters. 
Trim them and let them lie in a bow! with 
melted butter, salt, and pepper until weil 
seasoned. Then wrap each oyster in @ 
slice of bacon and sprinkle them with 
bread crumbs and chopped parsley. Put 
them on skewers and grill for four min- 
utes over a hot fire. Place the oysters on 
slices of bread fried in butter, and serve 
very hot. 

RICE CREAM WITH MARASCHINO 
CHERRIES—Wash thoroughly a qua?Pter 
of a pound of rice, and boil it In a quart 
of milk until the rice is soft; then add half 
@ teaspoonful of vanilla, and let it cool. 
Soak half a box of gelatin in a cup of cold 
water for two hours. Put the rice on the 
fire in a double boiler, and when it is 
heated stir in the gelatin, not allowing it 
to boil. Take it off the fire and beat in a 
pint of whipped cream. Add sugar and

cherries and blanched almonds. Pour it 
into a mold and leave on ice. : 

VDEVILED OYSTERS—Melt one table- 
spoonful of butter and add one teaspoon- 
ful of finely minced onion and one tea- 
spoonful of chopped peppers; sauté until 
tender. Add one-half cup of oyster juice, 
one tablespoonfu! of Worcestershire sauce, 
a teaspoonful of English mustard, a speck 
of cayenne, and two cups of chopped oys- 
ters. Cook slowly for five minutes. Serve 
on squares of hot buttered toast. 


POTATOES EN CASSEROLE-Slice 
boiled potatoes and put thém In a caseerole 
or baking dish with lumps of butter, salt, 
and pepper. Bake for thirty minutes in @ 
hot oven. Ifa gas range is used, the pota- 
toes can be improved by baking for a lit- 
tle shorter time and then putting them 
under the flames for five or ten minutes to 
brown.

making a blouse. At first I was going to 
answer that I thought the cutting was the 
most important part, for if any garment is 
cut badly it is bound to look badly for the 
whole time that it is worn, but on second 
thought it dawned on me that no matter how 
well a thing had been cutif it fit badly, it was 
sure to look no better. Then I thought of 
the finishing, which, too, seemed to be of 
equal importance, for a poorly finished waist 
mever will stand any wear at all and will look 
old after it has been worn but once or twice. 
So I had to answer that I thought everything 
was the most important, for one without the 
other gives a poor effect to the whole. 

It is the little things in sewing that really 
eount; the loose ends of thread that need 
tying. care in stitching that it is the eame 
distance from the edge all along the seam, a 
straight fastening at the back and above all 
etraight seam, all play such important parts 
in the effect of a blouse, while in themselves 
they are small. 

I always have found, when making a blouse 
that has a tucked front or one that has any 
trimming in the front at all, that it is best 
to do that before the blouse is cut out, and 
finishing it off before putting the thing to- 
gether. When doing your tucking, that is jf 
you are not using an attachment on a& ma- 
chine, be sure that the edges of the tucke run 
with the threads of the material. For a meas- 
ure, notch a piece of cardboard and then do 
not measure from the stitching, but from the 
edge of the one tuck to the edge of the next, 
then if you happen to run your stitching a 
little uneven in one tuck it will not affect the 
others. 

When you have stitched all the tucks, cut 
out the front, then holding it against the 
figure, put a pin at the exact point in the 
center tuck where you want it to end, seven 
inches is usually a good length for the average 
figure, and the end tucks should not come 
eny lower than just above the armpit. Mark 
off a line alotig the tucks where each one 
should end, then, turning the material upon 
the wrong side, rip the stitching up to where 
it is to finish, then pull the threads through 
to the wrong side and tie them before cutting 
them off. It is not hard to pull them through, 
though it seems to take a long time, but it 
fs fruly very necessary, forif they are merely 
cut off, they are sure to rip a little after each 
laundering and therefore look badly: 


cd 
Putting In’ Insertion: 

If you put in insertion of some sort, cut out 
the material in the back after you have 
stitched the lace in place, by first cutting it 
through the center, then trimming each edge 
off within three-elghths of an inch of the 
stitching. When doing this, put the dull end 
ef the scissors toward the lace if you do not 
happen to have a dull pointed pair. After the 
edges have been trimmed down, turn them 
back into as narrow @ hem as you can make 
and stitch that in the very center. Ifone row 
of lace is to cross another, put one row in 
fifst, cutit out, and hem it back before putting

Of course, the back is treated in the same 
way—that is, as far as the tucks are con- 
cerned—but for the closing, the left side will 
have a plain hem and the right side a button 
lap; when putting these on be sure that both 
will run with the threads of the material, then 
you are sure to havethem straight. 

Now as to fitting. Personally I do not baste 

a blouse together, but pin it together as I 
progress in the fitting. Hold the front up to 
the figure, bringing the top well up to the neck 
and smooth it over the chest, then pin it in 
that position to the undergarments. Pin the 
two backs together as they will be when the 
waist is finished and fastened at the back, then 
do the same as in the front, letting them come 
wellupattheneck. After you have done that, 
fold under the edgejof the back at the shoulder 
seam, and pin it Selene front without drawing 
either from the position in which they are 
Pinned. Be sure that the shoulder seam Is 
a good straight line; much depends upon this 
little seam, for it is quite surprising what ef- 
fects you can gain by merely changing the 
direction oft. It ds important, too, for if 
it slopes toward the front it will give the 
figure a stooped and ‘round shouldered ”’ 
appearance, and if it is too much toward the 
front at the neck it will make the neck look 
thick. 

I always have found that a good way is 
to divide the neck measure into thirds, leaving 
one for the back and-two for the front. This 
will bring the shoulder seam at a good posi- 
tion at the neck line, then instead of letting 
the line of the shoulder seam run along th: 
top of the shoulder, slope'it off toward the 
front a trifle. If you will notice the way 
men's coats. are made, the shoulder seam 
slopes backward a great deal and if the man 
is slightly stooped the talior will slope it back 
more. 

After you have pinned the shoulder seam 
you will be ready for the one under the arm. 
You are sure to get a good line to the front 
if you let the threads of the material just 
at the shoulder line follow the line at the 
center front, letting it go straight down ove: 
the bust to the waist Jine and pin it there 
and the back will be about the same. After 
you have pinned the materia! in place in the 
front, smooth in under the arm and pin it to 
the undergarment and after you have turned 
the edge under the back, pin it along the 
front as you did at the shoulder. When that 
has been done I think that it will be wisest 
to take the blouse off and sew thé two seams 
before going further.

Now as to fitting a blouse that already has 
been made. If it seems to bulge right below 
the neck in the front, the shoulder seams wil! 
have to be. opened and the collar taken off. 
Then smooth the materia! across the chest 
after putting a tiny slash at the center front: 
in that case the neck will have to be cuta 
trifle, but do this carefully, cutting just a 
little at a time until you have it just right. 
Then when you smooth it aeross the chest 
you will find that the buldge will disappear. 

If the blouse seems to draw tip aft the center 


a good line at the top, so that it wil! fit the 


front of the neck, the shoulders will have 
to be taken away. When this is the case you 
hardly need to rip the whole collar off—just 
the back as far as the shoulder seams, and 
the latter, of course, will need ripping.

Fireless Cooker Great Help. 


Since using my Tribune firelese cooker and 
realizing its practical benefits, I would say to 
every housewife who would economize, by al] 
means have a fireless cooker. 

Aside from the saving in fuel, cereals, vege- 
tables, and meats are much better prepared 
by the slow, even heatof the cooker. 

I select .a shank soup bone, cost usuaily 
about 35 cents. This I cover with water, 
making about a gallon of good stock when 
done, and place in cooker till meat falls from 
the bone, reheating if necessary. About one- 
half of the meat is shredded and put Into one- 
third of the stock and thickened with corn- 
meal, making a delicious mush or scrapple 
to slice and fry when cok] Part of the re- 
maining meat I use for hash by adding potato 
and onion. The rest is ground, mixed with 
bread crumbs, with perhaps a little milk or 
an egg, and formed into croquettes. 

A part of the stock that remains is used for 
vegetable soup or to prepare browned pota- 
toes. The rest is poured over stale bread and 
with the addition of a litite sage makes a nice 
baked dressing. 


By placing the stock and meat in a cool 


piace, either on the porch or window ledge, 
the last will be as good this time of the year 
as the first, and the various preparations 
furnish meat or its equivalent for several 
days. 

Some who have always been used to plenty 
have been in the habit of using much more 
than was really need in cooking just be- 
cause they had it and had a!ways done so; 
but Jet adversity come and they suddenly 
find that a pumpkin pie or cake even can be 
made without eggs, and that one-half or 6ven 
one-third of a cup of butter wild suffice where 
formerly they used acupful.

Using the “Leftovers.” 

The following suggestion may help a little 
toward fighting the high cost of living. Asa 
rule, for our Sunday dinner we have a roast 
of some kind, and as there is usually some 
left over, I use it in the following manner for 
our Monday dinner: 

I take the contents of a 5 cent package of 
spaghetti and boil in salt water until tender. 
then drain; then add two large. ripe tomatoes 
which have been sliced and fried in butter, 
and the leftover gravy, which should be 
brown, and roast, which I cut in chunks as 
for stew; then sprinkle with flour and season 
with salt and pepper; then add enough water 
to almost cover. Cover and let simmer an 
hour. Five minutes before done add a half 
cupful of catsup. When ready to serve 
sprinkle with grated cheese. The American 
cheese is good, but we prefer the Italian. 

Leftover of roast beef is preferable, but 
any roast excepting pork is good. Roast 
chicken is excellent. This will suffice for six.

This Is Why You Laugh and Why 
You Sometimes Cry in Doing So. 


BRITISH scientist has jmst discov- 

ered what laughter is and why tears 

so often accompany it. On each side 

of the throat is an artery called the 
carotid. At the level of the larynx this di- 
vides, one branch, which carries blood to the 
brain, being called the internal; the other, 
which distributes blood to thei face, being 
called the external. These two branches are 
joined about the lével of the eyes by the 
ophthalmic @rtery, whith forms a eanal be- 
tween them. This communication is the 
cause of the close cofihettion between the 
brain and the tear glands, between laughter 
and gtief, both of which are generatots of 
tears. 

Physiologically, a burst of laughter ‘s 
nothing but a strenuous effort, like lifting 
a heavy weight. In both cases the muscles 
of the throat and stomach contract. When 
laughter is excessive the whole body ‘s 
convulsed; every muscle is contracted. In 
place of the norma! respiration come short, 


intermittent respirations, insufficient to free 
the lungs from the semi-asphyxia produced 
by the contraction of the throat muscles. The 
face shows the congestion of the blood ves- 
sels of the head; apoplexy may in rare cases 
result. These muscular contractions com- 
press the external carotid, which can no 
longer supply the brain with blood. In econ- 
sequence this rushes up the interna! carotid, 
Which becomes chdked and dilated. It can 
stand the pressure only because ‘the ophtha)!- 
mie artery relieves it. Taking this route the 
blood congests the tear glands, which over- 
flow. Tears are exactly thé same. as the 
liquid part of the blood: so it is a fair deduc- 
tion that the action of crying is equivaleat 
to a certain loss of blood, which reliéves the 
congestion of the brain, This is why women 
feel so much better after a g00d cy. The 
facial contortions of weeping persons are 
caused by the automatic contraction of such 
muscles as are needed to conrpress the tear 
glands and so help to squeeze out the tears.

to Rouse Briton, Says Suffragist. 


HD BHnglish suffrage situation contin- 
ually grows more interesting and in- 
creasingly perplexing to the American 
suffragists who have not visited Eng- 
land in recent years. Many of the 
Women of this country who carry on their 
“guffrage work by quiet, unemotional, me- 
thodical means cannot quite understand the 
attitude of mind or the unusual conditions 
which have resulted in the development of 
the militant suffraget in England who does 
not hesitate to smash windows, throw hatch- 
ets, and raid letter boxes in order to further 
the cause. While she does not condemn her 
English .sisters, the American suffragist 
gometimes shakes her head a bit dubiously 
when considering the advisability of such 
militant methods. The woman who goes to 
Zeondon without becoming intimately ac- 
quainted with the leaders in the movement 
is frequently equally at a, loss to explain the 
aituation when she returns to this country. 
The Hnglish situation is complex and dif- 
Hoult to interpret and it is scarcely possible 
for any American woman to gain a clear 
insight into the many intricacies unless she 


. is a leader here, yet Mrs. Glidden Osborne, 


@ member of the north side branch of the 
Qilinois Haqual Suffrage association, and only 
fecently interested in the movement and 
fot active in the work in this city yet, has 
perhaps as clear a view asany woman in this 
gpountry. 

The knowledge came to her last summer 
when she went to England with Miss Inez 
Milholland, one of the cleverest and most 
@onvincing of the young society women of 
Wew York, whose suffrage activities have 
been so earnest and sincere that her name 
yanks high among the most successful work- 
@re for the cause in the United States.

Converted on Visit to England. 

Mrs. Osborne and Mise Milholiand are old 
friends, but Mrs. Osborne had always con- 
gidered herself too busy a woman to interest 
herself in Miss Milholland’s enthusiasm for 
suffrage. ‘‘ However, I could not avoid it, 
after we reached England,”’ said Mrs. Os- 
borne, in speaking of her newly awakened 
fimterest. ‘‘ Miss Milholland fairly exudes 
woman's suffrage. She cannot carry ona 
Hive minutes’ conversation without speaking 
of it. My trip through England and Scot- 
Jand seemed one long triumphal euffrage 
march. Mise Milholland’s charming person- 
ality won many adherents to the cause.” 

These two women, who areas perfect types 
pf -beautiful American womanhood of the 
cultured and educated classes as the country 
Produces, undoubtedly created a sensation in 
England, where great beauty is seldom com- 
Dined with mental brillilancy, especially in 
the young women of the land. Mrs. Osborne 
and Miss Milholland are both tall and 
splendidly American in their well proprtioned 
figures. While Mrs. Osborne’s head is as 
delicate as a Helleu etching, with pale golden 
hair, exquisitely fair complexion, clear blue 
eyes, and slightly arched eyebrows of the 
perfect blonde type, Miss Milholland is a 
Drunette, with black hair and sparkling 
Drown eyes and a clear olive skin.

Militancy as Last Resort. 

“The English situation is really not 60 
difficult to understand, after all,”’ said Mre 
Osborne when asked her opinion of the mili- 
tants and their movement. “ The English 
women have plead with their men for the last 
twenty years to give them suffrage; they 
have used every possible means in their 
power to further their cause, and at last, 
atter they had been shamefully treated 
by the British government, they took up mil- 
i cy as a last resort. 

“It was the only method left to them. 
All others had failed to gain anything like 
successful results. 

“The masculine mind of England some- 
what resembles a piece of granite; only e 
blast of dynamite will make any impression, 
and militant methods are the dynamite the 
English women are using to break it up.” 

“Then you approve of militant methods? ”’ 

“I surely do approve of them for the Eng- 
lish, but not for the American woman, for 
she does not need them,’’ Mrs. Osborne re- 
plied. ‘‘ Englishmen had ignored the suffra- 
get and her claims or made promises to her 
which they did not intend to keep until the 
time of the first window smashing episode. 
That roused them out of their apathetic state 
and then, for the first time, they realized 
the power of the woman suffrazgist. 

* Window smashing is used as a signal, a 
sign of protest, in France, and the English 
women thought it might serve the same pur- 
pose in their own country. To be sure, it 
was a political crime and deserved punish- 
ment, but not the punishment that was doled 
to them. 

“The suffragiste were political prisoners 
and as such should have been treated as 
first class prisoners, having a certain amount 
of freedom and comfort. But they were un- 
justly retained as criminal prisoners, put 
in the same portions of the jail where common 
murderers and thieves were retained, given 
the same coarse food, and kept under rigia 
surveillance. Quite naturally, they deeply 
resented such treatment at the hands of 
the government and retailated by: refusing to 
eat. 

—> 
Interest Intense in England. 

“That such extreme measures are helpful 
to the movement wae shown when at a mass- 
meeting held in Albert hall, the largest audi- 
torium in the world, sympathizers and new 
converts turned out in such great numbers 
that they filled the immense hall, something 
that the suffragists had tried to do time and 
again before they took up their militant 
methods and failed. 

“While Miss Milholland an@ I were in 
London a meeting was held in Hyde Park, 
and the intensely interested crowds that 
gathered to hear about woman’s suffrage 
seemed to extend indefinitely. Miss Milhol- 
land was among the speakers, and told some- 
thing of the work here im the United States. 
She afterwards said it was one of the most 
responsive audiences she had ever addressed: 

“ The English government has put iteelf in 
an awkward position from which it cannot 
easily extricate itself. At the head of the 
government they have a confesped anti-suf- 
fragist. The government, above everything 
else, wants to remain in office. It is essen- 
tle] for the carrying out of the measures to 
which it is pledged that it should remain in 
office for another two years, and the various 


parties which go to make up the coalition 


are fearful that if woman's suffrage is car- | 


ried Mr. Asquith will feel it neceseary to re- 
sign, or, at any rate, that his prestige would 
be so badly damaged that it might prejudice 
the measures upon which each party has get 
its heart. 

“English women who understand political 
conditions in Europe claim that Sweden, see- 
ing England’s predicament, which is becom- 
ing uncomfortable as well as ridiculous, pro- 
posed to avoid any euch problem by giving 
women the vote almost before they had 
asked for it. 

~~ 
Letter Box Raids Rouse Men. 

“ With the letter box raid, the latest dem- 
onstration of the militant element, the Eng- 
lighwomen have undoubtedly proved that 
militancy is a political wedge which will In 
time gain the vote for them. Men may have 
looked on apathetically while women un- 
armed put themeelves in the handgs of the 
police and were sent to prison. They did not 
mind much when windows were broken, but 
now that their letters are being destroyed 
they are undoubtedly wide awake and de- 
mand that the government find eome way of 
putting a stop to this state of things. 

“The strange part of the matter is that 
most of these militantsare frail, demure little 
women, quiet and reasonable under most cir- 
cumstances and most charming conversa- 
tionalists. It is only the martyrilike attitude 
toward the cause that brings to the surface 
any militant actions. 

“* General’ Drummond, a white haired 
woman of tremendous force and energy and 
the leader and organizer of all the big pa- 
races in London, is perhaps more Hke the suf- 
fragists depicted by some of the cartoonists 
who still think the question of votes for 
women is a jokethan any of the other women. 
She has a bright, cold eye which sparkles 
with keen humor when she is moved by the 
humor of some situation or remark, and the 
militam bearing of a general. She has re- 
markable executive ability and can always 
be relied upon to successfully carry out any 
plan the suffragists place before her. 

“ The amount of suffrage work done in the 
city of London Is amazing. They frequently 
hold as many as seventy-five meetings a 
week, and during certain seasons of the year 
that number is considerably increased. Ip 
my opinion we might follow the English- 
women in this respect, holding more meet- 
ings and keeping the question before the 
pubTic constantly. 

“The most thorough work and the work 
which in my mind will gain the most con- 
verts is the house to house canvass. This is 
a huge undertaking in a city the size of Chi- 
cago, but it can be done when we are filled 
with the zealous enthusiasm that stimulates 
the English suffraget.’’

PROFESSORS HERE AND IN EUROPE. 

University: professors in most European 
countries are continually engaged in re- 
search and gtudy for the advancement of the 
particular branch of science, the arts, or lit- 
erature, in which they are interested!’ In 
the United Sfates the majority of professors 
are primarily teachers. Few do research 
work or carry on original studies and investi- 
gations. 

From time to time university presidents 
reproach our professors with this. Harvard 
is at present trying to find out just what 
its instructors and professors do with their 
epare time. There is, of course, a difference 
zetween an American university and a Ger- 
man. Afore of the preparatory work is being 
done i) our universities than in the Eur» 
pean.. But this alone does not explain the 
lack of incentive for research work on the 
part of American professors. It is a 
Question of salary as much as anything. 


-_ _ The American professor spends his spare 


worrying about his grocery bills and 
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| rent, where the German professor does not | 
have to worry about these things. 
- Phis does not mean that the salaries paid. 


in American universities are smaller than 
the salaries paid, say, in Germany. They 
arenot. There is, however, a decided differ- 
ence in the economic status of the German 
professor and his American colleague. 

The United States is a democracy. Ger- 
many is a monarchy. Germany’s professors 
are recruited from among the “ higher,” 
which means the privileged, the economic- 
ally independent, classes. The “ extraordi- 
nary professor” in Germany receives no 
salary for his services to the university. 
But he can afford to dispense with the sub- 
ject of salary. He is satisfied with the 
honor which his connection with the univer- 
sity confers upon him. His parents or other 
relatives pay his living expenses if he is not 
wealthy and independent in his own right. 

The American professor, thanks to our 
democratic institutions, comes from among 
the people. Not infrequently he is a self- 
made man. When he enters the teaching 
profession he cannot depend upon any one 
to support him. Receiving a salary which 
keeps him worried about making ends meet 
is not conducive to origina] research work. 
The poverty of college instructors is what 
prevents the growth of scholarship in uni- 
versity circles in this country. 


LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. , 

The framers of our constitution formed 
tt in view of the perplexities of their time. 
Prominent among them were wildcat pro- 
motions for public improvements. Asa re- 
sult, the constitution of 1870 provides that: 
“No county, city, township, schoo! district, 
or other municipal corporation shall be al- 
lowed to become indebted in any manner or 
for any purpose to an amount, including ex- 
isting indebtedness, in the aggregate exceed- 
ing 5 per centum on the value of the taxable 
property therein, to be ascertained by the 
last assessment for state and county taxes, 
previous to the incurring of such indebted- 
ness.” 

Such a provision appeared reasonable in 
a day when the biggest city was a village; 
when every householder owned his own park 
and playground; when rapid transportation 
waé represented by the horse car; when elec- 
tric light was unknown; when sewers were 
largely considered luxuries; when running 
water was uncommon; and when “ Don’t 
blow out the gas’ was bung on the few gas 
fixtures in existence. 

It was after the adoption of the consti- 
tution that the great development of the 
state of Lllinois and the city of Chicago set 
in. This development demanded enormous 
public works in the form of bridges, water 
works, parks, public buildings, and, finally, 
the drainage canal. The borrowing power 
of the community under the constitution 
was utterly inadequate, and recourse was 
had to constant evasion by the creation of 
superimposed municipalities; municipalities 
created in the same identical territory for 
the purpose of issuing by judicial fiction more 
and more bonds upon the same property. 

As a result we have in the territory em- 
braced by Cook county the following inde- 
pendent thunicipal governments, levying 
taxes and issuing bonds against the com- 
mon taxpayers: 

Oook county, organized in the year of 1881. 

City of Chicago, organized in the year of 
1837. 

The south park commissioners, organized 
in the year of 1869. 

The Lincoln park commissioners, organ- 
ized in the year of 1869. 

The west park commissioners, organized 
in the year of 1868, 

The sanitary district of Chicago, organ- 
ized in the year of 1890. 

In addition to these, with the right to levy 
taxes independently, but not to issue bonds, 
are the school board, the library board, and 
the tuberculosis hospital. 

Within Cook county are several! 
cities and municipalities which should, for 
the purpose of administration, be embraced 
in the greater city. 

The total amount of taxes which may be 
levied by these authorities is limited by state 
law. But there is no authority constituted 
to apportion the levy between them, and 
this is arrived at by manipulation; each 
municipality trying to gain spending money 
at the expense of its neighbors. There is no 
common effort toward the general welfare. 
Parks do not work in conjunction with each 
other, or with the city, or county, or sani- 
tary district. Nor do the others have any 
common plan of codperation. 

After one builds a street to the end of ita 
jurisdiction there is no probability that it 
will be extended. If one has property which 
can be readily used by the others, it is not 
offered to them. 

A saving to the community by the consoll- 
dation of all its taxing bodies has been vari- 
ously estimated to run from $5,000,000 te 
$10,000,000 per year without any increase 
in the efficiency on the part of the public 
em ploy 6s. 

And much greater efficiency would be ob- 
tained from the employés if the public atten- 
tion could be focused on one central govern- 
ing body instead of distracted in a vain at- 
tempt to supervise the conduct of nine. 

Street car service, private gas and electric 
light, are just as much public utilities as 
water works, or parks, or libraries, or public 
dance halis. 

It does not follow that street car lines and 
electric light plants should be under munici- 
pal management; but the city should be al- 
lowed to judge of that. The very fact of the 
city’s being prohibited from entering into 
these operations gives to private public util- 
ity companies a monopoly which in the past 
they have used to exact monopoly profits. 

The city of Chicago endeavored to work 
out its loca] transportation problem by 
means of a statute which authorized the city 
to borrow money to be an obligation upoa 
the utility which it financed, and secured by 
a mortgage upon that utility; a plan similar 
to one which was subsequently adopted for 
the development of.the port of London and 
the New York subways. i 

Our Supreme court, with refined reagson- 
ing, held the law to be unconstitutional. 

The city is as much plagued with a multi- 
plicity of public utility corporations as it ig 


other 


plagued with a multiplicity of taxing bodies, : 


and under the constitution is no more able 
to combine the first than it is able to com- 
bine the second., 

The city of Chicago and, indeed, all the 
cities of the state are mere geographical ex- 
pressions and not city governments in the 
true sense of the word. 

A city is @ community whose size and 
intensity of population demand unusual 
governmental treatment, and which, there- 
fore, must be organized in such a way as 
to care for its extraordinary needs which do 
not exist in country districts. 

Attempts to improve city charters by act 
of the legislature have not been successfw, 
and, in particular, a recent attempt to give 
Chicago a new charter by act of the legisld- 
ture failed. 

It must be accepted that in so far as their 
especial needs require it, cities shall be abso- 
lately self-governing and not subject tg the 
rule of outsiders who do not understand 
their needs or bear their burdens. 

The constitutional changes needed for the 
special benefit of cities are not felt by the 
agricultural] sections of the state and can- 
not challenge for constitutional amendment 
in competition with amendments needed by 
the whole state. For this reason they will 
be indefinitely delayed unless introduced by 
means of a constitutional convention. 


THE WEB OF THE SPIDER. 

A seedy, bedraggled individual is haled 
before the judge. A policeman testifies he 
found the man prowling in a hallway search- 
ing for a place to sleep. The judge inquires 
whether the man has a job. He has not. 
Money? He has not. Friends? No—his 
home is a thousand miles away. So the 
court pronounces the man a vagrant and 
sends him to prison. 

The solution for vagrancy in the United 
States lies not in prison sentences. It lies 
not in hounding the jobless and helpless in- 
dividual. It lies in the intelligent, efficient 
handling of the problems of unemployment, 
in the abolition of the agencies which create 
Vagrancy. 

In most European cities the jobless man 
concerns the government. The German 
worker who loses his job goes to the munici- 
pal labor exchange of his city and in a short 
time work is found for him. He does not 
pay a cent for it. Judgment is used in the 
work and in the place of work selected for 
bim. A man ina south German city will be 
found a jobin a neighboring town. He will 
not be shot across the country a thousand 
miles from his family to take work for the 
short period of slackness in his own trade. 

In the United States the man who luses his 
job becomes a subject for speculation by 
the ignorant and inefficient, if not actually 
thieving, labor agent. He becomes the prey 
and gamble of the private employment 
shark, and is ultimately forced to become a 
vagrant. 

There are 900 private employment agen- 
cies in New York City alone. Chicago has 
hundreds of them. So has every other indus- 
trial center. They cover the entire country 
like a spider web. The authorities license 
ard supervise these agencies. This is done to 
guard the applicant for employment from 
imposition, fraud, and misrepresentation. 
It is successful sometimes; most often not. 
For these agencies can only thrive upon 
fraud and misrepresentation. The trick ig 
to make this fraud and misrepresentation 
stick within the’ confines of legality. 
this they succeed admirably. 


In 


Every private employment agency special- 
izes in a certain kind of labor. One supplies 
a railroad with section hands. Another sup- 
plies men to lumber mills. A third special- 
izes in construction help. They are all out 
for the $2 fee which they charge for every 
job. Their business, therefore. is to “ place ”’ 
men. ‘The man specializing in jobs on rail- 
roads will send every applicant who has $2 
to pay for the job to work on the railroad, 
regardless of his fitness or unfitness. If the 
man is fired two days later, that is his look- 
out—not the agent’s. He gave him a job. 
lt was up to the man to hold it. 

Daily thousands of jobless men are 
“placed” by these agents. The men are 
made to think they have gotten something 
worth while. In reality, however, they have 
been ruined. They have been taken hun- 
dreds and. sometimes thousands of miles 
from their homes. _ They are put to work at 
occupations to which they are not used and 
in surroundings which are detrimental] to 
their health. Instead of being placed, they 
are displaced. They are dislodged from their 
sphere of industry and removed from friends 
for months, and sometimes years, 

A large share of the vagrant population in 
this country is drawn from among the men 
who have at one time or another been dis- 
lodged from their niche in industry by an em- 
ployment agent who for the sake of the $2 
fee has sent them across many states to take 
a “permanent job" which was not perma- 
nent. The jobless man is not nearly go help- 
less in his home town or near his home town 
as he is hundreds of miles away from the 
place where he is known. Penniless in a 
strange town, he is arrested and jailed as a 
vagrant. 

Gambling in a man’s wages is a crime and 
is punished by the community. - But the 
gambling in the fortunes and even lives of 
thousands of helpless men by self-seeking 
labor sharks is licensed by the authorities. 

Employment—the job—is the most vita] 
thing in & man’s or woman's life today. In 
the United States especially, the city tene- 
ment worker ie mostly detached from al! 
property, from all resources. He has no 
“folks back home” to come to in time of a 
crisis. When he loses his job he must find 
another one quickly—or starve. 

Finding work for the jobless man or wom- 
an is too serious a matter to be made a gam-~ 
ble of by private agencies. To let the de- 
tached, helpless city worker become the 
prey of a scheming, lying labor shark, who 
ultimately forces him int~ vagrancy, is more 
than an injustice to the worker. It is a 
menace to thecommunity. It is preposterous 
that a man seeking work to support his fam- 
ily should bave no place to turn to for hon- 
est and disinterested information about the 
labor market in the country. The private 
employment agencies should go. Their place 
should be taken by municipal labor ex-

HUMAN EFFICIENCY. 
ECHANICAL efficiency, physical 
fitness, aud mental capacity—three 
attributes of man’s makeup—when 
working cojrdinately, make a ver- 
itable human dreadnought. Of 
these the firstis of primary importance. On 
it the superstructure, man, is built. This 
means that all the forces which operate to 
influence the future life are largely but a 
reflection of the mechanical ability. For 
this reason society has a right to require 
each. of its members to start the battle of 
life with a mechanical efficiency as néarly 
perfect as possible. It surely should have 
as much right to perfect itself mechanically 
as it has to require mechanical efficiency in 
the construction of its dreadnoughts and 
great ocean liners. 

In attempting to meet the definite demand 
which society has a right t6 make on each 
of its individual members, the state is 
vitally interested. It recognizes that it can- 
not bring each of its individual members up 
to the acme of usefulness in society and 
the commercial world if they are handi- 
capped by a diseased or enfeebled body. 
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It is becoming more apparent each year 
that physical well being and mental! prog- 
ress are inseparable. An important feature 
of the state's work then is to give the child 
in school a sanitary, healthful environment. 
Means for examination for the various dis- 
eases of childhood and physical defects 
should be provided. Provision for the de- 
tection and control of commanicable dis- 
eases and for the protection of the pupils 
from diseases unrecognized by the laymen 
and teachers is all important. 

In practically all of our cities of any size 
the school boards recognize the need of 
health work at school. For the purpose of 
developing a strong, virile constitution in 
our school children they have provided play- 
grounds. Here games, play, and the vari- 
ous forms of physical education are in- 
dulged in and enjoyed by the pupils. Ex- 
perience has shown that this phase of our 
school work has developed individuality. It 
makes a child self-reliant. It discovers him 
tohimself. It gives him courage, confidence, 
and hope. It lays a foundation for poise, 
balance, and steadiness. It provides for 
him a strong frame in which to develop ani 
house a strong mentality. It gives him a 
strong frame mechanically and physically to 
resist the inroads of disease in the years to 
come. . 
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It would seem that “if the state has the 
right to demand mental fitness, it has an 
equal right to demand. physical fitness. If 
it has a right to prevent the contagion of 
ignorance, it has the right to prevent the 
contagion of disease and bodily neglect.” 

To accomplish this end it is necessary to 
begin at the cradle as uearly as is prac- 
ticable. And it is also just as necessary to 
develop one attribute where an effort is be- 
ing made to produce the useful, well bal- 
anced man as any other attribute. Getting 
together in a harmoniots working way the 
essential attributes is what constitutes the 
fundamental fabric from which the force- 
ful, independent man results. 

Charles Waguer has tersely set forth a 
plan of procedure in the following words: 
‘* Let us bring up our children simply. I had 
almost said rudely. Let us entice them to 
exercise that, gives them endurance—even 
to privation. .Let them belong to those who 
are better trained to fatigue and the earth 
for a bed than to the comforts of the table 
and the couches of luxury. So we ehall 
make men of them, independent and stanch, 
who may be counted on, who will not sell 
themselves for pottage, and who will have 
withal the faculty of being happy.” 
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In the great game of life nothing perhaps 
is a greater handicap than physical disad- 
vantage. Where there is defective physical 
health, learning and training become irk- 
some and the highest type of individual can- 
not result, no matter what the facilities for 
imparting information and knowledge are. 
To obviate this social evil and environment 
society has a right to demand such changes 
from time to time in our methods of educa- 
tion and vocational training as will bring 
its individual members a well developed me- 
chanical and physical efficiency to care for 
and house their mental capacity. 

At the outset nature, in constructing the 
human body, reached the highest possible 
mechanical efficiency in the framework. 
Each bone is fitted with an exactness and a 
nicety not possibly attainable by manin the 
construction of his most perfect machine. 
Even in our dreadnoughts, where the parts 
of the great propelling forces—the engine— 
are centered, the bearings and the joints 
are not, cannot be, fitted with such accuracy 
and perfection as the joints in the human 
skeleton. In the construction of the great 
ocean liners and dreadnoughts the engines 
that furnish power for driving them express 
the highest type of engineering fitness and 
skill that man is capable of accomplishing. 
Each lever, each gear, each bearing, and 
each bolt is made with reference to micro- 
meter measurements. But the micrometer 
is subject to error; nature is not. 
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The highest type of efficiency which the 
most skilled engineer may express in the 
construction of, say, a spring, looks puny 
when stacked up alongside of nature in the 
construction of the arch of the foot which, 
after all, is only a spring. Each time the 
weight of the body is placed on the arch of 
the foot it extends and expands, only to con- 
Ptract and relax when the weight is with- 
drawn. There is no other part of the hu- 
man framework, perhaps, where such per- 
fect rhythm is expressed as in the move- 
ments and play of the bones which enter 
into the makeup of the arch of the foot, un- 
less it is the heart. 

In the construction of the mechanical 
spring, with all our improved methods, it is 
necessary to harness it, and, in some way 
or other, limit it in‘its exposure and use and 
observe extraordinary care to keep it from 
breaking. In contrast to this, witness the 
arch of the foot responding to every call with 
an accuracy that is scarcely understandable 
and a reliability that is perfect, though 
ofttimes it is harnessed in an extremely in- 
sensible shoe. 

Mechanica! inefficiency is responsible, to 
a very largeédegree, for that great army of 
school children suffering from physical de- 
fects, many of which are completely reme- 
diable, practically all of which are par- 
tially so. 

Commenting on health problems in educa- 
tion, in an article published by the Unised 
States bureau of education, Dr. Thomas D;: 
Wood says: 

There are approximately 20,000,000 
pupils in the schools of the United 
States today. 

Of these 300,000 to 400,000 have or- 
ganic heart disease. 

Probably 1,000,000 at least have now. 
or have had, tubercular disease of the 
lungs. 

About 1,000,000 have spinal curva- 
ture, flat foot or some other moderate 
deformity serious enough to interfere to 
some degree with health.

Mechanica! efficiency is all important, not 
only in the grueling campaign and the 
forced march im actual active warfare, but 
it ig also essential to the success, health, 
comfort, and happiness of that great army 
of men and women who are daily taxed by 
the requirements of a busy commercial life. 

The soldier who is exposed to the ele- 
ments and forced to take long marches is 
not more in need of mechanical perfection 
and physical fitness than the bookkeeper 
who eits at his desk or the sewing girl who 
directs the course of the needle. In the lat- 
ter cases, where indifference to physical 
health hag resulted in deformities and in 
correct carriage, the door is flung ajar and 
the ever present, ever active microbe of 
some fata] malady immediately avails him 
self of a long sought opportunity to ply his 
trade. ' 

Again, the great captains of industry, the 
actors, the governors, the senators, und the 
cabinet ministers, who have not exception1! 
physica! development when they enter great 
contests, ofttimes find themselves heavily 
handicapped. The winners are usually 
those who have heeded the warning and en- 
tered the contest prepared for each emerg- 
ency. In other words, they have profited hy 
the information imparted to them im the 
consideration of how to defer old age in 
maintaining physica! activity. 

In the case of those who, for one reason 
or another, have got into a habit of improp- 
erly carrying the body, there is much use- 
less expenditure of energy. This is notice- 
able in those who walk incorrectly. A great 
many people have a habit of throwing the 
body backward (over the center or dead 
line) too far when walking. This results in 
the useless consumption of energy while 
walking. It means, in other’ words, that 
you use muscular effort to drive your body 
forward, besides the muscular effort neces- 
sary for its otherwise natural propulsion. 
Not only does this position of the body in 
walking make it necessary to use more en- 
ergy, but it places the bones forming the 
framework of the body in improper relatiox. 
In many instances such a relation of the 
bones is so brought about as to cause im- 
pingements which ofttimes work exceeding 
great harm to the joints.

Since walking is but a series of successive 
falls successfully resisted the body should 
lean forward just over the center or dead- 
line enough to make it act as an automatic 
flywheel. In the engines of our great ocean 
liners and dreadnoughts provision is made 
by means of an artificial flywheel to carry 
the piston over the center or deadline. The 
act of leaning just 1 ‘ittle forward when 
walking is a like function in man. 

Incorrect standing and sitting are other 
faults which are readily acquired and with 
much difficulty corrected. They both ma- 
terially depreciate the mechanical efficiency 
of the body from a purely mechanical stand- 
point. Besides, they place the internal. 
vital organs 'n an unnatural relation to their 
normal position, thereby many times bring- 
ing about disorders and diseases which, if 
not early recognized, may terminate seri- 
ously . 

By standing and sitting incorrectly the 
backbone is forced into an unnatural curve. 
thereby causing pressure cn the spinal cord 
This pressure may be of sufficient degree to 
causa irritation of the many nerves that are 
in close constant communication with the 
cords. Where the deformity is sufficiently 
extensive the chest becomes sunken, Iimit- 
ing the lung space. This means leas lung 
freedom, less room for lung expansion, less 
air, less oxygen, poorer blood, less genera) 
resistance, early actual aging of the body. 
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FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS.

“THE MISTAKES OF CONSCIENCE.”

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GNORANCE and arrogance are near 
neighbors. Wisdom and meekness de- 
velop together. ‘The older one grows, 
provided that intelligence keeps pace 
with time, the less infallible he comes 

+o think himself; the less disposed to dog: 
matize on many subjects; the more in- 
clined to tolerance and charity toward the 
opihions of other men. . 

Like the eye and the ear the conscience 
is at first but a capacity. It develops hand 
in hand with the understanding and requires 
constant care and culture. It may be stunt- 
ed by negligence; if may be almost destroyed 
by abuse. Given due attention and proper 
discipline it becomes more and more compe- 
tent and reliable, both as monitor and as 
judge. 

The right of private judgment in matters 
of conduct is sacred to every man. But not 
every man is fitted to exercise it. The posi- 
tion quite commonly held that for the jndi- 
vidual his conscience ought to be and is an 
eversufficient guide, the court of last appeal; 
that on all questions under al! circumstances 
he may and should accept its verdict and 
obey its behests—that position is untenable 
and false. And yet persistently this theory 
is advanced, and private judgment is flaunt- 
ed in the face of every other authority. 
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Every period has its own peculiar stand- 
ard of morals, its own peculiar codes of 
behavior; and each of these in turn gets out 
of date and is presently succeedad by a 
higher. There was a time when the ten com- 
mandments answered the purpose. They 
were considerably in advance of the habits 
and above the ideas of the people. When 
Jesus came the Jews were prepared for a 
new law and a nobler ideal; and the master 
supplemented the decalogue of Sinai with 
the sermon of the mount. The difference 
between the decalogue and the. sermon 
measures the strides made by conscience be- 
tween Moses and Christ. 

Campare the standpoint of a century or 
two agoin moral and religious matters with 
the standpoint of our generation. Many 
things in vogue then and regarded as lawful! 
and respectable would be impossible now. 
Usages which at that time were counte- 
nanced within the church would im our day 
be scarcely tolerated anywhere. The con- 
trast between then and now indicates how 
much conscience has gained by the educu- 
tion of 200 years. 

Intellectually Saul of Tarsus has had 
few peers. And yet, notwithstanding his 
extraordinary brain, he became the victim 
of mistaken conscience. Blinded by preju- 
dice, though inspired by patriotism, he cham- 
ploned the movement to exterminate the 
sect of Jesus. In pursuance of that policy 
he grew inhuman, played the tyrant, turned 
spy and bloodhound and imquisitor and 
assassin; employed al] the means which a 
cruel and fanatic ingenuity could invent 
upon men and women whose only offense 
was loyalty to conviction. He was sincere, 
conscientious toexcess. “I verily thought 
that I ought to do many things contrary to 
the name of Jesus of Nazareth.” Later, 
however, it was sackcloth and ashes, re- 
morse and penance. And the memory of his 
blunder and its consequences to those whom 
he outraged, humbled and grieved him to the 
end of his days.

as it does to the infatuation of a king's brother 
for a particularly lovely daughter of Erin, is 
worthy of being given here, briefly. 

A couple of years before the accession of 
Queen Victoria to the throne, Prince Charles 
Ferdinand of Bourbon, brother of Ferdinand 
Il. of Naples (and a younger son of Francis I. 
and of that Queen Caroline who lavished so 
much favor on Lord Nelson, and who was a 
sister of Queen Marie Antoinette of France) 
fell in love with Miss Penelope Smythe, 
daughter of Grice Smythe, squire of Ballyna- 
tray, in County Waterford. He had become 
acquainted with her at the court of his proth- 
er at Naples and had entreated the king for 
that permission to marry her which was in- 
dispensable to the contracting of any valid 
union under the terms of the Neapolitan roya! 
marriage act of 1829. 

Ferdinand II. proved obdurate and there- 
upon the prince, who bore the title of Prince of 
Capua, determined to accomplish abroad what 
he could not bring about in his brother's 
dominions. Accordingly, he caused himself 
to be married to the fair Penelope, first at 
Madrid, then at Gretna Green, then at Rome 
by Cardinal Wells, and finally in London, in 


with the rites of the Church of England, on 
May 23, 18386. The record of the marriage still 
exists. 
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The Prince of Capua had been informed that 
none of his previous marriages were valid in 
the eyes of the law, and consequently de- 
scribed himself and his bride, on the parish 
register as bachelor and spinster. He had 
also been told that if he were married accord- 
ing to English law, in a church of the state 
establishment in England, it would constitute 
at any rate a perfectly legal union in that 
country. 

But in England, as in thie country, you 
have to obtain a license to wed, especially 
when you dispense with the delay entailed by 
the banns on successive Sundays. 

When, however, the prince applied to the 
authorities in London for a license, Count 
Ludolf, the minister plenipotentiary of King 
Ferdinand of Naples in London, instituted 
legal proceedings to prevent the grant of the 
license on the strength of the Neapolitan royal 
marriage act. The application of Count Lu- 
dolf was successful, and the grant of the 
license was refused, with the result that the 
marriage of the Prince in St. George's, Han- 
over square, contracted without license, was 
even less valid in point of English law than 
any of the previous wedding ceremonies which 
he had gone through. 

The ceremony in St. George’s was followed 
by a decree of banishment issued by Ferdl- 
nand II. against his brothter, who from that 
time forth, until the king’s death, near a 
quarter of a century afterwards, was com- 
pelled to live abroad with his Irish wife, 
mainly in England, where they were treated 
with the utmost kindness by Queen Victoria. 
Indeed, the latter acted as godmother to one 
of the two children born of this Neapolitan- 
Irish union, who were created Count and 
Countess Mascali by Pope Piux X. Anc when 
Victoria Bourbon, this goddaughter, died un- 
manried as Countess Mascali at her villa Mar-
